RADIGAL TAX MEASURE 
AIMED. AT THIS. CITY 


Most Dangerous Bill, Corpora- 
tion Counsel Whalen Says. 


Introduced and Referred Peculiarly in 
the Assembly—Gives State Board 


Power to Fix Assessments Here.

ALBANY, March 7.—A few 
and quite by chance, Arthur Butts, who 
represents the Corporation Counsel of 
New York City at Albany, came across 
a bill which gave him quite a shock. It 
Was apparently a modest little bill, one 
of which the title seemed designed to at- 
tract no special attention, and, moreover, it 
had been put away where it was likely to 
escape the observation of those most in- 
terested in it. But on looking it over Mr. 
Butts was convinced of its most dangerous 
eharacter. He took it down to New York 
and had Corporation Counsel Whalen look 
at it, and Mr. Whalen agreed with him. 
They consider the bill one which must 
have the most careful watching from now 
until the close of the session. If it should 
become a law it may mean the loss of 
millions of dollars by the City of New 
York. That, at least, is the view of it 
taken by the Corporation Counsel. 

The bill in question is known as As- 
sembly Bill No. 407, and was introduced by 
Assemblyman Hyatt C. Hatch. Mr. Hatch 
is a Republican, and a member of the Com- 
mittee on Taxation and Retrenchment. He 
comes from Atlanta, Steuben County, and 
is a farmer and a wholesale dealer in 
produce. The title of Mr. Hatch’'s bill is 
as follows: 

“An act to amend the tax law relative 
to appeals to the State Board of Tax Com- 
missioners from assessments made by the 
Board of Taxes and Assessments.” 


MEANING OF PROPOSED LAW. 


The act proposes to add to the general 
tax law a section to be known as Section 
178, which will fall at the end of Article 
8 of the General Tax laws. Although the 
title of the act would seem to imply that 
it was of general application, the act really 
affects only assessments for taxation made 
in the City of New York, and provides 
for an appeal to the State Board of Tax 
Commissioners from any person or corpora- 
tion aggrieved by the action or determina- 
tion of the Board of Taxes and Assess- 
ments of the City of New York. The pro- 
posed section reads as follows: 


Section 178,—Appeals to the State Board of Tax 

Mmissioners from the Board of Taxes and As- 
Sessments of the City of New York. Ane per- 
gon cr corporation aggrieved by the action or 
determination of the Board of Taxes and As- 
séessments of the City of New York, made as 
prescribed by Title 1 of Chapter 17 of the 
Greater New York Charter, may appeal 
such action or determination to the State Board 
of Tax Commissioners. Such appeal must be 
taken by personally serving a notice thereof upon 
guch Board of Taxes and Assessments, within 
twenty days from the time such determination 
is rendered, and by mailing within such time a 
copy of such notice to the State Board of Tax 
Commissioners. 

There shall be furnished to the State Board of 
Tax Commissioners, on demand, a copy of the 
testimony and proceedings taken before such 
Board of Taxes and Assessments, in relation to 
the matter which is the subject of the appeal 
The State Board of Tax Commissioners shail 
immediately, upon receipt of the notice of ap- 

al, proceed to hear the same, and shall make 
ts determination within twenty days after such 
bearing is closed. Notice of such determinaticn 
shall be given to the Board of Taxes and 
sessments immiediately upon the rendering 
thereof. 

Nething in this section shall affect the right 
of any person or corporation to apply .or a 
certiorari to review or correct on the meri's any 
fina] determination of the Board of Taxes and 
Assessments 


As the bill is not a general taxation meas- 
ure, but affects only the City of New York, 
its proper reference would have been to the 
Commmittee en Cities, but Mr. Hatch had 
it referred to the Committee on Taxation, 
of which he is a member. The unusual 
reference, and the concealment of the spe- 
cific purpose of the bill in its title, ac- 
counts for its having escaped observation. 

A MOST DANGEROUS MEASURE. 

In speaking of the bill, Mr. Butts said to 
THE TIMES correspondent to-night: “I 
consider this bill to be the most dangerous 
measure, as far as the City of New York 
is concerned, which has been introduced at 
this session. I went to Chairman Lewis of 
the Committee on Taxation and Retrench- 
ment to-day and notified him that the city 
authorities of New York wouid demand a 
hearing upon the bill and would strongly 
oppese it. The bill provides that the as- 
sessments for the greater city of New 
York are to be reviewed and fixed by a 
board in Albany. It is’ unnecessary to 
point out what that would probably mean 
to the City of New York. 

“ The preposed right to determine appeals 
from the acts of the local Assessors is not 
within the general powers of the State 
Board of Tax Commissioners, and has no 
necessary connection with the duties of 
that board. It is the province of the State 
Board of Tax Commissioners to investi- 
gate methods of assessment within the 
State; to furnish local Assessors with such 
information as may be necessary or proper

to aid them in making their assessments; | 


to take testimony and hear proofs under 


oath with reference to any matter within | 


the line of its official duty; to prepare an 
annual report to the Legislature and recom- 
mend changes or amendments to the tax 
laws, and to perform other duties and 
powers ‘conferred upon it by law.’ 
“The members of the State Board of 
Tax Commissioners are required to visit 
every county in the State at least once in 
two years and ascertain whether the As- 
sessors discharge their duties, particularly 
as to the compiiance with the tax law 
pequizing the assessment of property at its 
full value. The State Board of Tax Com- 
missioners, together with the Commission- 
ers of the Land Office, constitute the State 
Board of Equalization, whose duties are de- 
fined by Section 173 of the tax laws. Such 
duties involve the equalization of assess- 
ments among the various counties of the 
State, so that no county shall pay more 
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than its fair quota of the State taxes. Un- 
der Section 174 of the tax law, the State 
Board of Tax Commissioners is authorized 
10 hear appeals from Supervisors of va- 
ti0us towns, cities, or wards. 

The purposes of such appeals, as ind!- 
cated by Sections 175 and 176 of the tax 
law, is to equalize valuations between or 
among tax districts in the same county. 
The determination of the State Board deals 
only with aggregate valuations, and does 
not attempt to change the valuations on 
individual parcels of property. 


A RADICAL INNOVATION. 


“By the act now proposed, the State 
Board of Tax Commissioners is called upon 
to settle disputes as to value between in- 
dividuals or corporations and the tax au- 
thorities of the City of New York, in which 
the State has absolutely no practical con- 
cern. After the State Board’of Tax Com- 
missioners, as part of the State Board of 
Equalization, has determined the aggregate 
amount of taxable property in the City of 
New York, and the State Controller has 
fixed the tax to be raised by New York 
City, the interest of the State ceases, so 


far as individual valuations are concerned. 
fhe portion of tax raised for State pur- 
poses is insignificant compared with the 
City Budget as a whole. If the taxes due 
to the State are paid promptly by the City 
of New York, the State as such should not 
be called upon through its officers to pass 
upon mere questions of value raised be- 
tween the city and its citizens. The inne- 
vation proposed by the act is radical and 
startling, and not within the proper scope 
wt the functions of the State Board of Tax 
Commissioners. 

ve Every tax-payer in the City of New 
York has a right to state his grievances 
to the Tax Commissioners and furnish evi- 
dence of alleged error, and have a hearing 
and dectsion on the merits. If not satis- 
fied with the decision of the Tax Commis- 
sioners, he is entitled to review their de- 
termination by 2 writ of certiorari, and, if 
for any reason a arty should be pre- 
vented from making his application in elm. 
or the Tax Commissioners had erred ir as- 
sessing property, provision is made by Sec- 
tion 897 of the charter for the correction 
ot mistakes, independently of the remedy 
by certiorari, the Board of Taxes and As- 
sessments itself being invested with the 
power to remedy or reduce a tax for good 
cause shown. 

“Under the Hatch bill the right of ~e- 
view_by a writ of certiorari is preserved. 
bat I have no idea that it would be used 
often if large taxpayers with a grievance 
had the choice of going before the Suprem>: 
vanes an New York City or a board in Al- 
pany. 


ASSEMBLYMAN HATCH'’S VIEWS. 


Assemblyman Hatch, who introduced the 
bill, was seen to-day, and asked if the bill 
was his own idea. He said that it was. 

“What led you to take an interest 
the assessments of New York City?” 
was asked. 

“The discrimination which the Assessors 
of New York have shown in the making of 
assessments,”’ he replied; ‘‘I was fully In- 
formed about those discriminations by cer- 
tain parties. Why, in some instances they 


have raised the assessments on property 
from 25 to 40 per cent.” 

“ Have you any objection to stating who 
the parties are who have supplied you with 
such information? ”’ 

“They are former residents of Steuben 
County, who are large real estate owners 
in New York City.” 

“Will you give their names?” 

“No; I don’t care to do that, at least not 
at present. I have all the facts, though, 
one they will be presented at the proper 
time.”’ 

‘“‘Is your information to the effect that 
these discriminations in assessments were 
made without good reasons?” 

‘*T guess politics entered into it.” 

“Have you any idea that you will get 
your bill through?” 

“Yes; I am a member of the Committee 
on Taxation and Retrenchment, before 
which the bill is pending, and I have no 
doubt I can secure a favorable report on it. 
As. soon as I get it in shape I will move

“Then you intend to amend it?” 

Tee. 

‘“*TIn what particulars? "’ 

‘* Well, I will tell you all about that when 
TI get the amendments ready. I expected to 
see some parties yesterday, and agree upon 
the new form of the bill, but I failed to do 
so. As the bill now stands it would have 
to go to the Mayor of New York for ap- 
proval. One of the amendments which we 
are considering is to avoid that. The bill 
will be changed so that the Governor can 
sign it without its having been referred to 
the Mayor first. I expect to have it in 
such shape that it will meet with the ap- 
proval of all parties.’’ 

*“Not with the approval of the city au- 
thorities of the City of New York?” 

“Oh, no. I expect them to fight it.” 


GEORGE GOULD ON PROSPERITY. 


Amazed at the Changes and Progress 
in the Southwest. 


KANSAS CITY, March 7.—George J. 
Gould, on his trip of inspection of his rail- 
way properties, left to-day with his party 
for Coffeyville, Kan. It is understood Mr. 
Gould will go to Colorado and Omaha be- 
fore returning East. All arrangements had 
been made to go to Omaha this morning, 
when he decided suddenly to go to South- 
ern Kansas instead. Talking to a news- 
paper man of his trip through Texas, Mr. 
Gould said: 

‘“T was amazed at the many changes 
which have taken place in the Southwest 
since my visit to that part of the country 
nearly three years ago. The prosperity of 
the Southwest is marvelous, and I belleve 
that the same statement will apply to the 
West generally. On every hand I saw the 
material proofs of prosperity—not booms, 
but the solid, substantial prosperity that 


lasts. The banks in even the small towns 
in Texas and other Southwestern States 
are filled with money. Cotton at 10 cents, 
and high price for cotton seed, the other 
good crops, and the great values of gil 
products tell the story.” 


WOMAN STARTLES A COURT.

000 Roll to Pay a $10 Fine.

BALTIMORE, March 7.—Justice Fowler 
and the atiendants in the police court to- 
day were startled when ‘ Madame” 
Speights ‘‘ Healer "’ tossed a one-thousand- 
dallar Treasury note on the desk and smil- 
ingly requested the Judge-to take out of it 
her fine of $10 for assaulting William Sher- 
wood. 

When Justice Fowler gave his decision 
Mme. Speights pulled a wad of five-hundred 
and one-thousand dollar bills, which con- 
tained at least $20,000 from her corsage 
and flung one of the one-thousand-dollar 
bills upon the desk. The Court could not 
change the bill. With a look of contempt 
she drew out another roll from a pocket 
in her skirt. Without a word she took 
back the big bill, handed the Court two 
fives, and walked haughtily out of the 
room. 


Carnegie Library for Ashtabula.

Carnegie has offered to give the City of 
Ashtabula $15,000 for a library building on 
condition that the city will expend $1,500 
annually on its maintenance.

The last Legislature granted 
permission to the city to make an appro- 
priation, and the City Council this evening 
unanimously accepted Mr. Carnegie’s offer.

BURGLAR’S TOOLS IN. 


THE WALDORF-ASTORIA 


Found in Furniture of Commodore 
Weston’s Apartment. 


Supposed to Have Been Placed There 
by the Man Recently Discovered 
in an Adjoining Closet. 


In their search for evidence by which to 
convict Charley Garez, or Jaurez, the Bra- 
zilian who was arrested early Tuesday 
morning after he was found secreted in a 
closet in the apartment of Commodore and 
Mrs. Weston of Newark, N. J.,, at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, the private detect- 
ives employed by the hotel yesterday made 
an important discovery. 

In the apartment occupied by Commodore 
and Mrs. Weston, hid in the bottom of sev- 
eral pieces of furniture, they found a sup- 
ply of burglar's tools, consisting of a cold 
chisen fifteen inches long, a bunch of keys, 
a small saw, and a number of smaller chis- 
els. This find, the detectives think, proves 
conclusively that Garez's presence in the 
Weston apartment was for the purpose of 
committing robbery, not only in this apart- 
ment, but also in others in the hotel. 

This is made more probable since it has 
become known that a necklace of diamonds 
and rings valued at $25,000 belonging to 
Mrs. Weston were lying on the dresser, 
she having worn them the night previous 


when she and her husband attended a box 
party at the theatre. It is the opinion of 
the detectives that Garez in circulating 
about the hotel during the evening ob- 
served Mrs. Weston’s gems and intended to 
steal them while the Westons slept. 

They explain the finding of the cold 
chisel as being a weapon which Garez 
would have used had he gained possession 
of the jewels and then have been discov- 
ered. The detectives think he undoubtedly 
secreted the tools in the furniture after 
gaining access to the Weston apartment, 
so that in the event of his being dis- 
covered in the closet the charge of bur- 
glary could not be proved against him. 

The hotei detectives are elated over their 
discovery. They admit that as the charge 
against Garez stood, before the finding of 
the tools, he was likely to get off with a 
et sentence, but now, with the evidence 
of burglar’s tools and a murderous weapon, 
they hope to secure a heavy sentence. 

Garez was arrested by Detectives Smith 
and Kennedy at 3:45 o'clock Tuesday 
morning. Commodore and Mrs. Weston 
had retired about 2 o'clock in their apart- 
ment, which is on the second floor. Mrs. 
Weston was awakened shortly after by a 
noise that seemed to emanate from the 
closet adjoining the’ apartment. She awak- 
ened her husband, and after listening for 
several minutes they decided she was mis- 
taken. She was awakened again soon after 
and Mr. Weston turned on the light and 
opened the closet door. 

He discovered Garez seated on one of the 
hotel's gilt chairs. Slamming and bolting 
the door, Mr. Weston rang the alarm bell 
connected with the office. Two of the night 
watchmen responded to the call, and Garez 
was kept a prisoner in the closet till the 
detectives were summoned and placed him 
under arrest, after warning him that they 
would shoot him if he attempted to escape. 

He was taken to the est Thirtieth 
Street Station, and later in the day ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Pool, in the Jef- 
ferson Market Court. He told the Magis- 
trate he had visited many other apartments 
in the Waldorf trying to find a place to 
sleep. He was held in $2,000 bail far trial. 


SHIP AND SCHOONER CRASH. 


The Steamship Frascati Strikes the 
Thallium Down the Bay. 

The schooner Thallium, which arrived at 
Quarantine at 10:30 o'clock last night with 
a cargo of asphalt consigned to Middleton 

Co., was in collision down the bay with 
British steamship Frascati, which 
sailed last evening for Port Maria, Jamaica. 
The Frascati struck the Thallium on the 
starboard side, carrying away the rigging 
and staving in the starboard side. 

Capt. Morris of the Thallium said that 
he hailed the Frascati, but received no re- 
ply. The Frascati drew off without offer- 
ng assistance and headed up the bay. The 
steamship anchored off Tompkinsville at 
9:30 P. M. 

Capt. Morris estimates the damage to his 
vessel at $4,000. Capt. Wills of the Fras- 
cati could not be seen on his vessel last 
night, and the mate, who was on the 
bridge at the time of the collision, would 
say nothing except that the steamship had 
a small hole in her starboard side. He 
could not tell to what extent the steamship 
was damaged until after a survey had been 
taken this morning. 

The Thallium is a new schooner of 596 
tons net. The vessel is owned by Messrs. 
McKay & Dix of this city. The Frascati 
has a net tonnage of 1,021. The vessel's 
agents in this city are Messrs. J. E. Kerr 
& Co. 


SHOT AT FLEEING BURGLARS. 


Policeman Chased Men Who Robbed an 
Unoccupied Brooklyn Apartment 
House—One Captured. 


The unoccupied apartment house at 168 
Stagg Street, Brooklyn, owned by Brum 
Bischoff of 1,022 Greene Avenue, was visit- 
ed by burglars yesterday morning and 
stripped of all the costly brass furnishings, 
as well as all the electrical fixtures, lead 
pipe, and other metal valued at over $1,200. 
The building was also damaged to the ex- 
tent of $1,000. 

One of the burglars, Casper Romer, alias 
Gecrge Day, an ex-convict, was arrested 
by Policeman Fagan of the Stagg Street 
Station after an exciting chase. In the 
pursuit Fagan fired four shots at the fugi- 
tives to frighten them. Romer was the 
only one of the fleeing men who surren- 
dered. 

The streets were filled with women and 
children, and when Policeman Fagan be- 
gan to discharge his revoiver there was 
much excitement. The streets were soon 
cleared, the passing pedestrians hastily 
seeking places of safety. The prisoner was 
taken back to the house while an examina- 
tion was made of the interior. The plunder 
had been removed in a pushcart. 

The apartments in the house have been 
unoccupied for some time. For nine hours 
the burglars worked undisturbed, and it 
was in the afternoon that Fagan saw the 
men leaving the house with some of the 
plunder. The prisoner refused to give the 
names ‘of his companions.

Government Said to Have Declared It 
Will Not Allow Sale of Danish West 


Indies to a Foreign Power. 
LONDON, March 8.—The Copenhagen 
correspondent of The Daily Mail says: 
“The United States Government has ad- 
dressed a note to the Danish Government, 
almost threatening in tone, to 


that it will not permit any transfer of the 
Danish West Indies to any foreign power, 
and that, in the event of Denmark refusing 
to sell, the United States will require that 
inland and maritime neutrality shall be 
properly guaranteed, and the United States’ 
sphere of influence be respected.” 


FIRE NEAR A HOSPITAL. 
New York's Patients and Staff Alarmed 


by Flames in an Adjoin- 


ing House. 

Patients, doctors, and nurses in the New 
York Hospital were considerably alarmed 
at a fire which did heavy damage in the 
home of Adolph Herzog, at 25 West Fif- 
teenth Street, immediately adjoining that 
institution, and which tor a time put the 
occupants of the house in grave peril early 
yesterday morning. 

The night clerk in the hospital noticed a 
strong smell of smoke in his office at 5:35 
o'clock A. M., and immediately sent watch- 
men through the building to discover its 
origin. 

It became stronger and he noticed that it 
was coming in from without and ran into 
the street and saw the fire in the Herzog 
house. He called to a passer-by further 
down the street, who gave the alarm. The 
fire had gained considerable headway when 
the firemen arrived, and there was still 
further delay caused by the bursting of 
the first line of hdse stretched. There 
were eight or ten persons in the house, and 
they were brought out to the street in their 
night clothes and given temporary shelter 
in the hospital, the inmates of which were 
by this time thoroughly aroused. 

Many of the patients went to the win- 
dows, while several nurses went to the 
roof, and there sought relief from the 
smoke which had become apparent in every 
corridor. Other nurses went through the 
building assuring all that there was no dan- 
ger. Policeman Donnelly of the West Thir- 
tieth Street Station sent in a second alarm, 
and the fire was subdued after about $2,000 
damage had been done. 


NEW WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


Agricultural Department Has a System 
Claimed to be Superior to and Dif- 
ferent from Marconi’s. 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—Since last Au- 
tumn the Navy Department has suspended 
the experiments in the employment of wire- 
less telegraphy as a means of communica- 
tion between naval vessels and between 
vessels and the shore. Up to this time none 
of the warships has been equipped with « 
permanent plant. While it may be true 
that Marconi is coming to the United 
States, and that he may, while here, com- 
municate to the Navy Department some 
proposition looking to the installation of 
his own system of telegraphy on our naval 


vessels, the Navy Department has not yet 
engaged him to do so. 

The latest proposition has been broached 
by the Department of Agriculture. Secre- 
tary Wilson, hearing that the Navy was 
casting about for. a serviceable system of 
telegraphy, has written Admiral Bradford, 
Chief of the Equipment Bureau, to notify 
him that the Agricultural Department has 
been experimentirg for some time with 
wireless telegraphy, and has attained re- 
markable results. His experts assert posi- 
tively that they have evolved a system 
radically different from Marconi’s, and of 
far greater efficiency. For obvious reasons 
the details of the process are kept secret, 
but it is probable that within a short time 
a practicable exhibition will be made on 
board of a naval vessel. The outcome will 
be watched with the eatest interest by 
all naval men, particularly in view of the 
announcement that not only Great Britain, 
but Germany and the other European mari- 
time powers already have ordered the in- 
stallation of wireless plants in their navies. 


SLAVERY IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Grand Jury of Anderson County Finds 
Prominent Planters Keep 
Negroes Imprisoned. 
COLUMBIA, 8. C., March 7.—The Grand 
Jury of Anderson County to-day made 
its report to Judge W. C. Benet, and de- 
clared that a practical enslavement of 
negroes has been conducted in that county. 
The presentment was prepared by a 
special committee, which visited the con- 
vict stockade camps in Anderson County 
and found confined therein negroes guilt- 
less of any felony, but undergoing a term 


of servitude under voluntary contracts 
which they had signed in partial igno- 
rance. 

The charge of false imprisonment was 
made against J. S. Fowler, P. B. Allen, 
and W. Q. Hammond, three of the largest 
planters and most influential men in An- 
derson County. The Grand Jury declared 
that these men, who employ convicts from 
the State, were also keeping confined in 
their stockades negroes who for some petty 
cause had been sent there for breach of 
contract, although convicted before no of- 
ficer of the law. 

The negroes in the county are under the 
impression that all labor cos#tracts now in 
existence are practically nullified by the 
action of the court, and Judge Benet stated 
emphatically that all illegal contracts 
would be declared void, but there are just 
contracts which the court will enforce. 
Nevertheless, there is a general state of 
demoralization just at the time when crops 
are being planted. 

Judge Benet declared that the present- 
ment brought pitiful details. It told of 
illegal arrests and imprisonment, of cruel 
whipping, of prolonged imprisonment with- 
out even the farce of a trial, of kidnapping 
negroes from other counties, and even from 
Georgia, and of poor negroes_ professing 
to be satisfied and contented. In conclud- 
ing, he said that Anderson County woulj 
thank the Grand Jury for having relieved 
her of this shameful burden and saved 
her good name from the stigma that a few 
of her misguided citizens placed upon it. 


ADMIRAL BOWLES IN OFFICE. 


Chief Constructor of the Navy As- 
sumed New Duties Yesterday.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Rear Admiral 
Francis T. Bowles to-day assumed the du- 
ties of Chief Constructor of the Navy, suc- 
ceeding Rear. Admiral Hichborn, retired 
for age. Admiral Bowles made his appear- 
ance at the opening of business to-day and 
was installed in office at once, proceeding 


in his habitual businesslike way to take 
up the executive affairs of his office. 

Admiral Bowles’s confirmation was made 
on the last legislative day of the session, 
although it had been possible for the Sen- 
ate to confirm his nomination much ear- 
lier. Just what delayed it has not been 
divulged by members of the Naval Affairs 
Committee of the Senate, but it has been 
intimated that the Naval Board on Con- 
struction was not too anxious to see a 
strong, positive, technically well equipped 
Chief Constructor in the board. 

The Chief Constructor seems to have been 
for months, even years, the shining mark 
for all the arrows of the other members of 
the Board of Construction. So bitter had 
become the rt against Admiral Bowles’s 
predecessor that for a month before he 
ceased to act as Chief Constructor he de- 
clined to attend the weston of the Board 
on Construction, the opposition to his prop- 
ositions having become chronic and ex- 
tending to even the smallest details of con- 
struction. 

Naval officers who are acquainted with 
Admiral Bowles ‘say that he will attend 
the meetings of the board, and will not 
avoid any conflict that may arise in that 
body.

CONFERS WITH LEADERS 


Steps to Break the Senatorial 
Deadlock in Delaware. 


Addicks Told He Must Be Elected at 
Noon To-day or Withdraw—The 
Situation in Other States. 


Senator Mark Hanna came to New York 
yesterday to do political work of import- 
ance to the Republican Party. He was 
cheerful and happy and the only time he 
became serious was when interviewers tried 
to broach the subject of politics. 

“T have nothing to say,’ said Senator 
Hanna. “Just took a run over to New 
York on personal business.”’ 

The business which Senator Hanna had 
to transact was largely with Henry C. 
Payne, Vice Chairman of the Republican 
National Committee. After many hours of 
talk with leaders who gathered to greet 
Senator Hanna, Vice Chairman Payne, and 
other party leaders, the news of the polit- 
ical doings began to leak out. 

It was said at a late hour last night that 
Senator Hanna and other Republican lead- 
ers had sent word to J. Edward Addicks 
of Delaware that he would have to be elect- 
ed United States Senator at noon to-day or 
withdraw from the in favor of an- 
other candidate. The ultimatum was 
couched in strong language, although all 
the politicians who were at the talks with 
Senator Hanna said that the Administra- 
tion had no candidate for the place which 
Mr. Addicks seeks. 

The reason for the anxiety over the situ- 
ation on the part of the Republiean lead- 
ers is because of the fear that Delaware 
at the next election might possibly go 
Democratic, and in that event the Legis- 
lature would have the power to send two 
Democratic United States Senators from 
the State. 

Vice Chairman Henry ©. Payne stated 
last evening that the principal business 
transacted yesterday was to devise means 
to break the Senate dead-locks in the 
States of Delaware, Nebraska, and Mon- 
tana. The situation in Nebraska was gone 
over with R. B. Schneider, a member of 
the Republican National Committee from 
Nebraska. It was stated that no decision 
had been reached on the fight in this State. 

Vice Chairman Payne, when asked about 
the conferences, said: 

“The Republican National Committee 
has no candidates for the Senatorships 
in the States in which the contests are 
being held. I understand that the Admin- 
istration has not now, and will not have, 
any candidates for these places. The only 
desire of the party leaders is to see the 
dead-locks broken in the three States, so 
that there will be no vacancies when the 
Senate convenes again.” 

After a long conterence on the Nebraska 
situation it was decided that National Com- 
mitteeman Schneider would start for that 
State to-day to try and break the dead- 
lock. It was reported that the Republican 
leaders decided to urge the Nebraska Leg- 
islature to abrogate the rule which requires 
that seventy-six out of eighty-four votes 
are necessary to a choice in caucus. After 
repeated balloting no candidate succeeded 
in getting the required number of votes. 
The Republican National leaders will urge. 
it is said, that a rule be adopted that a 
majority, or a two-thirds vote at the most, 
be necessary. 

Assistant Secretary of War Melikeljohn 
has the best chance of winning with the 
support of the friends of President McKin- 
ley, if the Nebraskan rule as to the caucus 
vote is changed. Perry 8S. Heath was pres- 
ent at all the conferences yesterday. 

Senator Hanna will remain in this city 
until Saturday. When asked yesterday if 
Col. William Cary Sanger would be ap- 
pointed Assistant Secretary of War, Sen- 
ator Hanna said that he did not know and 
had not talked with the President about it. 

The Montana and Delaware situations 
will be further discussed to-day. W hile 
the Republican leaders declare that Presi- 
dent McKinley and his friends would sup- 
port any candidate for the Senate, the Ad- 
ministration forces would be pleased to see 
Carter elected from Montana and Meikel- 
john from Nebraska. If the Delaware dead- 
lock is not broken, the Governor has the 
power to appoint two Senators, who con- 
tinue in office until the assembling of the 
next Legislature.

BOY PREVENTS A KIDNAPPING. 


Roy Senior, Nine Years Old, of Brook- 
lyn, Calls Policeman and Rescues 
Brother from a Woman. 


A mysterious veiled person, believed to 
be a man masquerading in woman's attire, 
has caused a big scare among parents in 
the neighborhood of Arlington Avenue and 
Cleveland Street, Brooklyn. This strange 
individual made a bold but unsuccessful at- 
tempt on Wednesday afternoon to kidnap 
Harvey Senior, the six-year-old son of Dr. 
Frank S. Senior of 248 Arlington Avenue. 

The Senior home is in the best residential 
section of East New York. The doctor is 
well known and popular in the upper dis- 
trict of Brooklyn. Harvey was playing 
with several] other boys in front of his 
father’s stable on Wednesday afternoon, 
when a woman, dressed in black and veiled, 
approached him and affectionately patted 
him on the head, 

“What's your name, 
she asked. 

‘‘Harvey Senior, ma'am,” answered the 
boy, promptly. 

“Is your papa the doctor?” 

“Yes, ma’am.” 

‘““ Well, Harvey, if you'll take a little 
walk with me I'll buy you lots of candy,” 
said the woman, temptingly. 

Harvey finally agreed to go. Although 
they were almost in front of the boy’s 
home, no one in the house saw the woman 
lead the lad away down Cleveland Street 
to Fulton. One of Harvey’s playmates, 
however, ran around the corner, where 
Roy Senior, Harvey’s nine-year-old brother, 
was playing, and told the latter that his 


brother had gone off with a strange wo- 
man to get candy. 

Roy became suspicion and ran off in pur- 
suit. He came upon the pair at Fulton 
and Ashford Streets. The woman was talk- 
ing earnestly to little Harvey, and appar- 
ently was waiting for a car. Roy went up 
to his brother and tried to draw him away 
from the woman, but she held on to the 
little fellow. ; 

Harvey had been won by the woman's 
promises, and resisted Roy's efforts to 
drag him away. The woman finally jerked 
him free from his brother's grasp and 
started off rapidly with him down Fulton 
Street. 

Little Roy, however, was not to be de- 
feated by this move. He felt certain that 
the woman meant harm to his brother, and 
was determined that she should not get 
away with him. He ran up to a policeman 
and told him that a woman was carrying 
away his little brother. The policeman at 
first would not take Roy’s story seriously. 
The boy’s earnest manner, however, finally 
convinced him, and with the lad he started 
around the corner after the woman, who 
was then a block away. She turned, and 
seeing Roy with the policeman, dropped 
Harvey’s hand and ran swiftly up Warwick 
Street. The policeman pursued, but the 
woman was so fleet of foot that she easily 
distanced him and got away. 

Little Roy, who was looked upon as some- 
thing of a hero by all the mothers in the 
neighborhood yesterday, says that the sup- 
posed woman appeared to him to be really 
aman. She had big, rough hands and a 
voice that was more like a man’s than a 
woman's. The remarkable speed shown by 
the kidnapper in getting away from the 
policeman was also regarded as a circum- 
stance supporting the theory that the per- 
son was a man disguised as a woman. 


OPPOSITION TO COL. SANGER. 


Both Senators Platt and Depew Object 
to the Brooklynite as Successor 
to Mr. Meiklejohn.

COMMONS PASS THE 
ANTL-IRISH MOTION 


Recalcitrant Members to be Sus- 
pended for the Session. 


The Debate Lasts Till 5:30 o’Clock Thig 
Morning, When Mr. Balfour’s Pro- 
posal Is Adopted by 264 to 51. 


LONDON, March 8.—In anticipation of @ 
lively debate and possibly exciting scenes, 
arising from the suspension of Irish Na- 


tionalists and the punishment proposal of . 


the Government leader, the Right Hon. 
Arthur J. Balfour, there was a big attend- 
ance in the House of Commons yesterday. 
The visitors’ galleries were filled, many 
peers and women being among those pres- 
ent. Though no extra policemen were vis- 
ible, a large force of police was in readie 
ness within easy reach. 

The Speaker, the Right Hon. William 
Court Gully, announced that he had re- 
ceived a letter from Jeremiah Jordan (Na- 
ticnalist, South Fermanagh) to the effect 
that he had not defied the authority of 
the Chair, (when sixteen Irish members 
were removed from the House by force 
early Wednesday morning,) and, on the mo- 
tion of John Dillon, (Nationalist, Mayo,) 
Mr. Jordan’s name was removed from the 
list of suspended members. 

Mr. Balfour then moved that the rule 
governing the suspension of recalcitrant 
members be amended so as to make sus- 
pension for the remainder of the session 
the penalty for disobedience to the Chair. 

In supporting the motion, Mr. Balfour 
said it was necessary to provide adequate 
Summary punishment for such physical re- 
sistance to the Speaker’s orders as oc- 
curred on Wednesday. He trusted that the 
House would unanimously agree to thd 
amendment. The House ought not to re- 
main helpless against a member who com<- 
mitted such an aggravated crime against 
the House, an offense the danger and 
reality of which had been so painfully 
brought before them. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman (the Lib- 
eral leader) admitted the grossly disorderly 
conduct of certain members, and said he 
had not a word of excuse to say in their 
justification or in palliation, but he sug- 
gested a modification of Mr. Balfour's 
amendment. 

John E. Redmond (the Nationalist lead- 
er) said what had occurred was a natural 
ebullition of feeling against an unjust clos- 
ure. He denied premeditation, and said the 
moral responsibility for what had occurred 
was wholly on Mr. Balfour, whose new pro- 
posal was extravagant and unnecessary. 

Lord Hugh Cecil (Conservative, son of 


Lord Salisbury,) moved an amendment pro- 
viding that recalcitrant members should be 


imprisoned. 

his was Tppeees by Mr. Balfour, who 
pointed out that it would place too much 
responsibility upon the Government. Lord 
Hugh wished to withdraw the amendment, 
but the Irish members insisted upon con- 
tinuing the discussion of it. 

W.H. Redmond, (Nationalist, East Clare,) 
in a brief speech, said the noble Lord had 
not gone far enough. He should have pro- 
posed to send the Irish to the Tower for de- 
capes, as, doubtless, his forefathers 
did. [Nationalist laughter.] 

Several passionate speeches were made, 
and the scene was one of great excitement. 
Finally, having forced a division by shout- 
ing ‘‘ aye’’ when the Speaker put the ques- 
tion, the Irish members joined the rest of 
the House in the ‘‘no”’ lobby, the result 
being that no one voted for the amendment, 
and that 426 voted against it. An incident 
which had raised much bad_ blood thus 
ended amid peals of laughter. 

Several ineffectual attempts were then 
made to adjourn the debate. Mr. Balfour 
appealed to the House to arrive at a decis- 
ion before adjournment, and the debate 
went on. 

At 4:30 A. M., he moved the closure, but 
the motion was rejected by 231 to 119 votes, 
and the debate was resumed. 

Under the closure, an amendment by 
Henry Labouchere (Liberal, Northampton,) 
to make the term of suspension two 
months was rejeeted by a vote of 224 to 97. 
Mr. Balfour moved that the main ques- 
tion be now put. This was followed by 
cheers and uproar, mingled with Irish cries 
of ‘‘ Gag!” 

The Speaker then read the amended rule, 
and at 5:30 o’clock the House divided, Mr. 
Balfour's amendment to the rule being 
adopted by 264 votes to 51. 

The House adjourned at 5:40 A. M. 


TO CHANGE THE STATE FLAG. 


Senator Ellsworth’s Bill Provides a Re- 
turn to Blue Instead of Buff. 
Special to The New York Times.” 


ALBANY, March 7.—Senator Ellsworth 
to-day introduced a bill to change the State 
flag of New York from buff to blue. Major 
Roe is strongly in favor of the change, 
and Adjt. Gen. Hoffman also favors it, 


but finds a possible objection in the ex- 
op which would be several thousand 
ars. 

The State flag was blue up to 1896. It 
was Col. Asa Bird Gardiner and the late 
George R. Howell who persuaded the Legis- 
lature to change it to buff by the argument 
that buff was the Revolutionary color, 
and that it was better to use the Revolu- 
tionary color than blue, which is the color 
of infantry, or red, which is the color of 
artillery. They evidently overlooked the 
fact, as did the Legislature, that buff is 
the color of the cavalry. 

The arguments which are made in favor 
of returning to the blue flag are many. 
The original Gansevoort flag, which was 
made during the War of the Revolution, 
was blue. The State flag which was car- 
ried during the War of the Rebellion was 
blue. Then blue is a durable color, while 
buff, when exposed to rain and strong sun- 
light, soon fades to white. Another argu- 
ment made in favor of the proposed change 
is that the State flag should be of one of 
the colors of the National emblem. 


FLURRY ON CHICAGO BOARD. 


Holders of Grain Liquidate Under 
Attack by the Bears.

CHICAGO, March 7.—Excitement ran 
high on the Board of Trade to-day, with 
the bears carrying off the honors in all 


the grain pits. For several weeks there 
has been a persistent effort to bull wheat, 
corn, and oats, but within the last day or 
so holders have given evidence that they 
were tired of carrying their long property, 
and to-day a fierce attack by the bear 
forces brought about general liquidation. 

A statement made by J. Ogden Armour, 
to the effect that he was not interested in 
a bull movement in wheat, gave the bears 
encouragement, and the principal force of 
the attack to-day was directed against 
George H. Philips, who is credited with be- 
ing at the head of a _bull clique working in

smaller holders off their feet.

CONTROLS THE LONG ISLAND ROAD. 


Pennsylvania Railroad Has Paid for 
the Stock It Bought Last May.

PHILADELPHIA, March 7.—The Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad, which in May last pur- 
chased from a syndicate a cont#lling in- 
terest in the Long Island Railroad, and 
which had until May 10, 1901, to pay for it, 
has anticipated the payment and received 
the stock. 

The amount required in the transfer was 
$6,982,000. At present the Pennsylvania is 
represented in the Long Island manage- 
ment by four Directors, and has controlled 
tne policy of the company sin 
Being now in actual control of the prop- 
erty, immediate steps will be taken to 
carry out some of the numerous plans for 
improvement which have been in contem- 
plation for some months.

NEW WHEELING-CLEVELAND ROAD. 
Fourth Line to the Lakes, It Is Said, 
Is Now Assured. 


WHEELING, West Va., March 7.~—The 
new Wheeling and Cleveland Road is to be 
built, making the fourth railroad from the 
Wheeling district to the lakes. The Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie bought thirty-one acres 
of land on the river front opposite Wheel- 
ing, and it was alleged this would shut out 
the new line. 

To-day The Wheeling Intelligencer wired 
Harty A. Garfield of Cleveland, one of the 
new line’s promoters, asking whether the 
company was financed and whether it had 
been shut out of the Wheeling entrance. 
Mr. Garfield’s reply, received to-night, is 
as follows: 

“Answering your telegram, Wheeling 
and Lake Erie’s purchase at Martin’s Fer- 
ry does not and so far as I am informed, 
was not intended to interfere with plans of 
new road, which is financed and goes for- 
ward as planned.”

The Pennsylvania Railroad is reported to 
have made full payment for the stock cf 
the Long Island Railroad, which it agreed 
to buy nearly a year ago, and will take

CORSICANA, Texas, March 7.—Mrs. Con- 
way Younger, a farmer's wife, was mur- 
dered last night by a negro. <A posse of 
200 men, headed by Younger, are, by the 
aid of bloodhounds, following the trail of 
the murderer, who doubtless will meet a 


terrible death at the hands of the pursuers. 
Younger returned from the fields last even- 
ing to find his wife missing. His three- 
year-old child was playing about the house, 
and after searching the house, Younger 
asked the child where its mother had gone. 
_‘‘A big negro knocked mamma down and 
dragged her away," lisped the little one. 
Younger gathered some of his neighbors, 
and after a short search Mrs. Younger's 
body was found in the brush path not far 
from the house. There were signs of a ter- 
rible struggle between the woman and her 
murderer. A gash in her throat extending 
from ear to ear had ended her life. Aroused 
to an extraordinary pitch of fury over the 
crime, men gathered from the surroundin 
country, bloodhounds were procured, an 
the party mounted for the chase of the 
murderer. Up to a late hour this evening 
he had succeeded in eluding his pursuers. 


GIRLS ORDER A STRIKE. 


Silk Weavers Listen to Their Argu: 
ments and Go Out. 


A strike of 200 silk weavers, ordered by 
girls, went into effect yesterday at the 
New York Silk Mills, 518 West Fifty-fifth 
Street. The strikers belong to the Silk Rib- 
bon Weavers’ Union and the strike was 
caused by the discharge of two men, who 
are President and Secretary respectively of 
the union. 

As soon as the men were discharged the 
girls decided to strike for their reinstate- 
ment, and they stalked out, with the excep- 
tion of one or two, who went among the 
men and told them it was their duty to ga 
on strike. A committee of the girls then 
took formal charge of the strike. 

“We can show the men that we know 
how to run a strike,”’ said one of the girls. 
*“When girls strike they strike good and 
hard, and don’t you forget it.’”’ 

The strikers established headquarters in 
Columbia Hall, Tenth Avenue, between 
Fifty-first and Fifty-second Streets! A 
strike committee was appointed. One man 
was elected a member. The officers of the 
union say that this strike is premature. A 
general strike of silk weavers is in con- 
templation.

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ACQUITTED OF. THEFT, 
ACCUSED OF MURDER 


Two Men Said to Have Been 
Among Hunter’s Slayers. 


Another Serving a Term in Sing Sing— 
Confession of One Prisoner Im- 
plicates a Fourth Man. 


Otto Keller, twenty-six years old, a dish- 
washer of 6 Chatham Square, and John 
Young, a laborer, of 11 Bowery, were ac- 
quitted of a charge of attempted burglary 
in the third degree in General Sessions yes- 
terday afternoon, and immediately re- 
arrested and taken to Police Headquarters 
on a charge of murder. 

Keller and Young were arrested by De- 
tectives Coyle and Murphy of the Central 
Office. They were accused of entering 
the carpenter shop of Isaac C. Lawrence, at 
48 West Sixteenth Street at 8 o'clock in the 
morning of Feb. 5. No evidence was ad- 
duced before Judge McMahon and they 
were acquitted. 

After being taken to Police Headquarters 
Keller and Young were accused of the 
murder of Washington Hunter, a farmer, 
seventy-five years old, at Riverside, N. J., 
on Jan. 25. According to Capt. Titus, 
Young made a statement which was taken 
by a stenographer, confessing the crime 


and implicating two other men. The state- 
ment was corroborated in every detail by 
Keller. 

The police of Mount Holly and Riverside 
asked Capt. Titus to work on the case, giv- 
ing as their only. clue a derby hat with 
the name “‘ Hawes, Broadway "' stamped on 
the inside. In the crown of the hat were 
the initials ‘‘G. A. S."" The hat was. sup- 
posed to have been left behind by one of 
the murderers. y 

Detectives Finley, Coyle, McCarty, and 
Mooney were detailed on the case and ar- 
rested Keller and Young yesterday. One 
of the other men is Charles Brown, alias 
Monheimer, of 64 Christy Street, who is 
now serving a term of three years in Sing 
Sing for burglary, having been sent to 
prison on Feb. 20. 

According to the alleged confession made 
to the police, Young says that he, Keller, 
and Brown met in a saloon on the Bowery 
on the afternoon of Jan. 25, and decided 
to ‘‘do” some farmer in New Jersey. 
Young had worked in Riverside and knew 
Hunter. He knew that Hunter was old 
and feeble and quite wealthy, and that he 
kept considerable money in the house. 

The men left Cortlandt Street at 7 o'clock 
that evening and went to Jersey City 
where they boarded a train and arrived at 
Riverside at 11 o’elock. Young remained 
at some distance from the house of Hun- 
ter because he was known; Keller took a 
stand in front of the house, while Brown 
and the fourth man rapped at the door. 

Hunter appeared at the door earrying a 
lamp. The two men followed him into the 
dining room. Hunter was told to throw up 
his hands, but he refused and was struck 
by Brown on the head with a steel chisel. 
The old man fell to the floor unconscious 
and the men relieved him of a silver watch 
and a small amount of money. They then 
started to leave the place, when Hunter's 
wife shot several times from a revolver, 
one of the bullets striking Brown. 

Brown, Young, and the fourth man walked 
to Burlington, broke in a church door, and 
slept there all night. In the hurry to get 
away Brown's hat was lost, and was found 
by the police. Capt. Titus, when asked re- 
garding the initials in the hat, refused to 
say anything. It is believed, however, to 
have been stolen. 

Keller walked across the woods to Cam- 
den. He then stole his way on freight 
trains to Philadelphia, and subsequently 
came to New York. 

After sleeping in the church all _ night, 
Young and his companions walked to a 
store in Burlington and bought some crack- 
ers, cheese, and a cap for Brown. They 
then went to Trenton and worked their 
way back to this city. Here the trio sep- 
arated. 

The detectives visited Brown at Sing Sing 
on Wednesday. and say he is still suffering 
from the pistol shot wound. The name of 
the fourth man was refused by the police, 
but it is expected he will be arrested 
shortly. 

The prisoners, Keller and Young, will be 
taken to Centre Street Police Court this 
morning and held to await requisition pa- 
pers from the New Jersey authorities.

Mrs. Richter Says He Stole Her Clock 


and Refused to Pay His Bill. 
The Sergeant on the desk at the West 


Twentieth Street Police Station on Wednes- 


day evening was somewhat surprised at 
the entry of a rather muscular woman who 
had in her grasp a rather limp, bedraggled, 
and woe-begone man. ‘She said she was 
Mrs. Martha Richter, who conducts a 
boarding house at 212 West Eighteenth 
Street. Her prisoner, she said, was one 
Harry Ridel, who was considerably be- 
hind with his board bill.

DEVERY TRIES POLICEMEN. 


Many Offenders Are Dealt with Severe- 


ly by the Deputy Chief. 

Yesterday was trial day at Police Head- 
quarters, and again Commissioner Murphy 
turned over the task of meting out justice 
to .delinquent members of the force to 
Deputy Commissioner Devery. This of- 
ficial, with a dignity and ‘solemnity that 
kept even the rapt spectators in a state 
of awe, handed out justice so rapidly that 
the unhappy recipients hardly knew that 


they had received it until they stood once 
more outside the tribune. 

Most of the cases were off-post com- 
plaints, and only in a few instances were 
the decisions announced. Those that were, 
however, were severe. There were several 
fines of fifteen days’ pay and one of thirty 
days’ pay imposed. 

The first case called was that of a bicy- 
cle policeman who had been off post talk- 
ing with some one. 

“ There’s altogether too much conversa- 
tion among you bike cops,”’ said the Dep- 
uty Commissioner, severely. ‘‘ When the 
time comes for any quick action you can't 
be found, and some truck is just as like as 
not to run over your wheel. You stay on 
post after this.’’ 

The next polieeman arraigned was so ter- 
rified when he faced the dispenser of jus- 
tice that his knees knocked together like 
a couple of castanets. 

“Stop shakin',”’ commanded Devery, se- 
verely, ‘‘an’ have some nerve about you.” 
Then he hauled the culprit over the coals 
for being off post. Then came a case of a 
policeman who had not been at his reliev- 
ng point. 

**Oh, I know your kind," roared the Dep- 
uty Commissioner. ‘“ Why, at relievin’ time 
half the men in the precinct are half a 
block from the station house instead of at 
the extreme end of their tours. You have 
got to be on your posts to be ready to cope 
with whatever casualties is likely to come 
up.” 

Policemen Clair, Kelly, and Pape of the 
Mulberry Street Station were up for not 
preventing a burglary in a cigar store at 
388 Broadway. Capt. Stevenson said the 
men had been off post. Clair showed that 
he had done his duty all right, and was 
discharged. Devery turned to the others 
and said: ‘I'm going to stop this. You 
didn’t do your duty if you didn't get the 
burglars.. Ten days each.” 

Policeman Leary of the Morrisania Sta- 
tion was up for an assault. The complain- 
ant said the pomoenas had knocked him 
down in a saloon. ‘I'll learn you to lay 
hands on a citizen,’ said the Deputy Com- 
missioner to the quaking officer. ‘' There’s 
just one thing for an officer to do if a 
citizen lays hands on him, and that is ar- 
rest him. He's got no right to fight him- 
self. I'll fine you thirty days’ pay.” 


MR. BOLDT DENIES A REPORT. 


The Duke of Veragua, He Indignantly 
Declares, Left No Unpaid Wal- 
dorf Hotel Bill. 

George C. Boldt, the proprietor of the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, was greatly in- 
censed last night when he was shown 
copies of yesterday evening’s papers con- 
taining reports that the Duke of Veragua, 
a member of Spain's new Cabinet, had on 
his visit to this country at the Columbian 
celebration incurred a debt of $1,500 to the 
Waldorf Hotel, and had returned to Spain 

without liquidating it. 

Mr. Boldt was the host of a private din- 
ner given to a party of friends when the 
reports were shown to him by Manager 


Thomas of the hotel. He immediately dic- 
tated a cablegram to Duke Veragua, assur- 
ing him of his sympathy and regret that 
such a statement should have been erteres 
in an American newspaper, and explaining 
that it did not emanate from any one con- 
nected with the Waldorf-Astoria. He then 
sent for a New York TIMES reporter and 
made the following statement: 

“‘It is the first tinte I have ever sent for 
a reporter, and the first time I have ever 
taken the trouble to deny any story printed 
in a newspaper concerning me or my hotel, 
But this is the most scandalous, the most 
libelous, the most unjust collection of 
deliberate and bare-faced falsehoods that 
any newspaper ever printed.” 

Mr. Boldt paced the floor, and then con- 
tinued: 

“It is false. The Duke of Veragua and 
his family are friends of mine and of my 
family—most intimate friends. He does not 
owe the hotel a penny. I[ remember when 
he left the hotel he personally paid in 
eash, in gold, every cent of his indebted- 
ness. His bill wasn't quite ready, and he 
wanted to pay even more than it amounted 
to, as he was in great haste when he left. 
He and his suite occupied my own apart- 
ments in the hotel. 

“JT have seen the Duke since abroad. 
He is a grand, a noble, man and one of 
my dearest frfends. This is one of the most 
horrible lies ever printed.”

Mrs. Davis’s Lonely Death—How Her 
Husband Learned of It. 


HACKENSACK, N. J., March 7.—Mrs. 
Mary A. Davis of New Bridge was not 
seen about her home yesterday nor to-day 
and an entrance was forced. She was found 
dead in bed. Her pet bulldog sprang upon 
the bed when the neighbors entered and 


refused to allow any one to approach the 
body. A person who knew the family was 
finally found and the dog permitted him to 
approach. 

Mrs. Davis died of hemorrhage of the 
lungs. Her husband went to Boston on 
Tuesday and returned this afternoon sev- 
eral hours after his wife’s body was found. 
He heard of her death at this place. He 
had entered a store to purchase sqmething 
for his wife and while making the pur- 
chase heard another customer who did not 
know him tell the story of the dog’s devo- 
tion. 


WILSON CASE POSTPONED. 


Heard on Sunday. 


The case of Charles F’. Wilson, the Gouv- 
erneur Hospital Inspector who is charged 
with attempted subornation of perjury, 
came up in the Jefferson Market Court yes- 
terday morning, and was again adjourned. 


The adjournment was requested by Louis 
Stickler, attorney for Wilson, and was vig- 
orously opposed by Assistant District At- 
torney Pierce. Mr. Stickler asked for the 
adjournment, on the ground that he had 
discovered new evidence within the last 
twenty-four hours tending to show that the 
witness Joseph Greenberg, whose affidavit 
formed the basis of the charges against 
Wilson, was a prejudiced witness, and that 
he was in collusion and conspiracy against 
the defendant. 

He asked a week in which to gather this 
evidence, as well eviderice to show that 
the testimony of Dne Dr. Rosensahn was 
unworthy of belief by reason of statements 
he is alleged to have made prior to the 
bringing of the charges. The case was 
adjourned to Sunday morning, and Wilson's 
bail was increased from $1, to $2,000. 


DIVINITY STUDENTS 
SEE POINTS OF INTEREST 


Prof.Blackman of Yale Gives Them 
Object Lessons in Sociology. 


City Institutions, the Bowery, and a 
Chinese Theatre Give Them Much 
to Think About. 


Last night, as they lay on beds in Mills 
Hotel No. 1, about thirty Yale students, 
most of them from the Divinity School, 
pondered over the experiences of a very 
busy day. From afar off, as they lost con- 
sciousness in sleep, came the voice of a 
lecturer upon sociology—‘‘ These the causes; 
these the results ’’"—almost drowned by the 
shouts of barkers setting forth the advan- 
tage of Bowery merchandise. 

The students were those who take the 
course in sociology. Prof. William F. 
Blackman has made it a practice at the 
end of lecture courses to take his students 
through the principal charitable institu- 
tions in this city. Most of those taking 
the course are seniors in the Divinity 
School. Yesterday morning the students 
arrived in the city and went at once to the 
pier of Charities and Correction, where 
the department boat Fidelity was turned 
over to them for a tour of the islands in 
the East River. First they went to Black- 
well’s Island, where the hospitals, work- 
house, and almshouse occupied the fore- 
noon. 

In the almshouse their guide, suddenly 
opening a door, brought them into a room 
in which some sixty or seventy old men 
were happily smoking. Mosi of the students 
recoiled abruptly at firet glance, and then 
left the inmates to sraoke alone. They con- 
fessed that they were shocked, although, 
after their professor, who was with them, 
had admitted the sociological value of to- 
bacco, they looked on it with toleration. 

After they had seen the pavilion for the 
insane on Ward's Island, they took ship for 
Randall's Island. The Foundling Asylum 
excited their keenest curiosity. Passing 
through a number of long halls filled with 
tables not more than a few inches from 
the floor at which stood tiny chairs, they 
passed up stairs. Then they entered a dor- 
mitory filled with little ones. At first 
there was not a sound. Then, as if on a 
Eves signal, there came a flood of sound. 

ut it was all of a kind. There was no 
laughing, only howls and wailing cries 
from infant throats. 

That ended al! constraint. In an instant 
the students, who had stood bashful shift- 
ing from one foot to the other at their first 
entrance, hurried each to a little cot. 

“"Ittle baby cry; no, no,’’ Cutten, the 
big centre of last year’s Yale football team, 
observed to the howling infant he had 
taken in his arms, ‘‘ Zat is naughty, naugh- 
ty. Hush.” 

The infant hushed abruptly. 

Some of the others, however, were not 
s) successful. The babies the nurses had 
let them take in their arms continued to 
protest vocally at the unusual sight of 
thirty great strapping creatures who took 
such an interest in babies. 

In the other wards the students found 
larger children, though none in the building 
was more than two years old. One little 
girl just able to walk attached herself to 
the students upon their first entrance. 
Sipping her hand confidingly into that of 
a tall bearded student, she led him about 
pointing with insistence to some little faded 
rag dolls. When the students left her ward 
she walked unsteadily to the edge of its 
hall, beyond which the discipline of the 
place had taught her not to go. There she 
stood mournfully waving her hand to the 
bearded one who looked back. Just before 
a turn in the corridor hid the students she 
stamped one little foot. 

“Tum back! tum back!” she shouted. 
And the bearded one went back just for a 
moment. 

The students went through the other in- 
stitutions on the island, carefully taking 
notes on all they saw, which were “ns 
mented by an occasional word from Prof. 
Blackman. Returning by boat to Twenty- 
sixth Street, the party went to the Mills 
Hotel for dinner. ; 

At 8 o'clock the thirty were in the resi- 
dence of Dr. M. B. Feeney, 30 Seventh 
Street, where they were divided into blocks 
of five. Each block was turned over to a 
uniformed policeman attached to the Sani- 
tary Squad under the direction of Dr. 
Feeney, Chief Sanitary Inspector. As each 
division was complete it wandered in haste 
30wery ward. Soon Bowery pedestrians 
stopped short to watch the blocks of five 
patrolling the thoroughfare, separated by 
regular intervals. 

“It's de comitt ob fifteen,”’ was the 
Bowery's verdict, as it watched the fives 
turn into an occasional lodging house or 
dance hall. 

But in the lodging houses the fives’ mis- 
sion was better understood. <As_ they 
tramped through the rooms, in which some 
thirty or forty men were sleeping, the in- 
mates stigred on their cots, blinked at the 
lantern held by the guide, took in the situa- 
tion, and then yelled, ‘“‘ Rah, rah, rah, 
Yale!"’ to which the visitors responded. 
Lodging houses the students found very 
interesting, but they wanted to look into 
the Atlantic Garden. They were inside 
but a few moments when a waiter of the 
type familiar on the Bowery went up to 
the group standing in the back of the hall. 

“ Ain't you guys going to buy?” he in- 
quired. The students looked dazed. 

“Why, no,” one of them replied. 

“Oh, you is de cheap skates what is too 
stingy to liquor up. Out you goes,’’ or- 
dered the official. The students retreated 
to their policeman, who couldn't be induced 
to enter the place. 

Then they went to Chinatown. 

‘* Now, we want to see some of the joints 
—the places where they smoke opium,” said 
a student. 

“There's not one in the precinct,” 
policeman told him. 

Finally the policeman was induced to 
open a few tenement house doors that they 
might see opium smoking. After that the 
entire party went to the Chinese theatre, 
after which they returned for the night to 
the Mills Hotel. To-day they will visit the 
college settlements on the east side, some 
mcdel tenements, and the United Charities 
Building. 


THE WHITE MICE BALL.

Sometime after midnight last night Miss 
Zaza Belasco looked without result through 
the Grand Central Palace for Dan Daly. 
Then she looked again, for it was printed 
that she should open the White Mice ball 
with him leading the white Mice march.

Some three couples followed the two, but 
the rest retreated to the boxes, from 
whence they looked down with catlike eyes 
upon the twelve pairs of Mice. Then they 
threw things.

NAVY YARD OFFICERS’ 
CHARGES OF BRIBERY 


Brooklyn Brass Founder Indicted 
by the Federal Grand Jury. 


He Offered Lieut. Powelson $2,000, as 
Alleged, to Audit a False Bill 
of Goods. 


Charged with attempting to bribe officials 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard to pass bills 
rendered by him for goods not delivered, B. 
C. Anderson, proprietor of a brass foundry 
at 209 King Street, Brooklyn, was yesterday 
arrested by Deputy United States Marshal 
John E. Thorne on a warrant issued by Jus- 
tice Thomas of the United States District 
Court. The warrant was issued on two in- 
dictments handed down by the Federal 
Grand Jury. When Anderson was arraigned 
before Justice Thomas he pleaded not guil- 
ty. Bail was fixed at $7,500, and Anderson 
was remanded to the custody of United 
States Marshal Haubert. 

Anderson is charged in the first indict- 
ment with having attempted to bribe Lieut. 
Wilfred V. Powelson, who is in charge of 
the electrical equipment department at the 
yard, and who is also a member of the 
Board of Inspection of that department. It 
is alleged that Anderson offered Powelson 
$2,000 if he would audit and certify a false 
bill for goods which, as claimed, Anderson 
never delivered. The second indictment was 
based on testimony given by A. J. Porter, 
chief clerk of the electrical’ equipment de- 
partment, who alleged that Anderson 
placed on his desk an envelope containing 
money, and which Porter refused to take. 

Anderson has a contract with the Govern- 
ment for the supply of certain kinds of 
brass castings used in the navy. It is al- 
leged that in fulfilling this contract he 
sought, through false vouchers, to secure 
payment for goods which he did not deliver. 
The allegation that Anderson offered $2,000 
to Lieut. Powe'son is accepted as indieat- 
ing that he expected large profits from 


the transaction he is alleged to have sought 
to enter into with the officer. All goods 
delivered at the yard must be inspected 
and passed by the board of inspection or 
some member of the board. 

Rear Admiral Barker, commandant of the 
navy yard, said last night that when the 
charges against the contractor were made 
to him by Lieut. Powelson, he sent the 
papers to Washington and the authorities 
there placed the case in the hands of the 
United States District Attorney in Brook- 
lyn, who, in turn, took it before the Grand 
Jury. 

Lieut. Powelson was active in the investi- 
gation into the circumstances surrounding 
the destruction of the battleship Maine in 
Havana Harbor and also took part in the 
cable cutting operations on the Cuban coast 
in the war with Spain. 


NOW KNOWS HIS WIFE IS DEAD. 


Dentist Dow, Convinced at Last, Makes 
No Objection to Autopsy. 


Dentist John Dorrance Dow, who could 
not be brought to believe that his young 
wife, Teresa L. Dow, who expired at her 
home, 33 Bank Street, on Tuesday, was 
really dead, gave up his long vigil late yes- 
terday afternoon. At that time Coroners’ 
Physician Williams made his appearance 
at the undertaking establishment where 
the body was lying. To the surprise of 
everybody, Dow raised no objection to an 
autopsy, which he was told would have to 
be made upon the body. He wished to be 
present during the autopsy, but was in- 
formed that this would not be allowed. 

Dr. Williams soon discovered what it was 
expected he would discover, that Mrs. Dow 
had died from the effects of pulmonary tu- 
berculosis. Mr. Dow apparently paid little 
attention to the finding of the Coroners’ 
physician, and only wished to know when 


it was all over “if there had been any man- 
ifestation of life when the first incision was 
made into the body.”’ 

As the tips of the fingers on the body be- 
came darker and darker yesterday, a mani- 
festation upon which Mr. Dow laid great 
stress, he praauely lost hope, and by the 
time Dr. Williams had arrived, had appar- 
ently reconciled himself to the worst. Dur- 
ing the early portion of the day he had 
continued to keep the body thickly wrapped 
up in blankets in the hope of bringing back 
the warmth of life. 

When the autopsy was over the attachés 
of the Coroners’ establishment with diffi- 
culty induced the sorrowing man to take 
some refreshment. They also tried to per- 
suade him to sleep when evening still found 
him sitting in the undertaking establish- 
ment talking about his great bereavement. 


SUSPECT DRIVER OF ROBBERY. 


Detectives Believe They Identify His 
Vehicle as One Used in Re- 
moving Booty. 

Harry Primock of Market Street was 
locked up in the Mercer Street Station 
last night on suspicion. Last Friday night 
the manufactory of Simon Gardilsky, deal- 
er in men’s and children’s clothing at 
285 Mercer Street, was robbed of clothing 
valued at $3,000. A passing citizen re- 
ported to the police, according to Capt. 
Chapman, that he saw a covered wagon 
with a black top and with one horse at- 
tached to it standing in front of the place. 
Last evening, according to the Captain, 
Detectives McGuire and Gunn of his staff 


were passing 50 East Twelfth Street, when 
they noticed a wagon answering the de- 
scription approaching the place. It con- 
tained three men. ‘Two of the men, when 
they saw the police, ran away and escaped. 
Primock was the driver. He was taken to 
the station house. 

In the wagon were found six empty canvas 
sacks, a ball of heavy twine, and a “ jim- 
my.” Primock, the police say, said he and 
his companions had come from the east 
side and were going to rob some place last 
evening. The names of his companions the 
police refuse to make public. Gardilsky 
says his place has been robbed six times 
in three years.

NEW MORTGAGE TAX BILL 


Puts One-half of One Per Cent. on 
Individual Holdings. 








The Mortgages Held by Savings Banks, 
Insurance and Trust Companies 
Are Exempted. 





ALBANY, March 7,—Senator Stranghan 
to-day introduced a mortgage tax bill, 
mainly framed along the lines of a similar 
Measure introduced last year. The bill adds 
to ‘the mortgage tax law an entirely new 
article containing twenty new sections. 

It proposes a tax of one-half of 1 per cent, 
upon all mortgages held by individuals and 
will not tax mortgages held by savings 
banks, insurance and trust companies, or 
mortgages which are based upon corporate 
bond issues. The revenue from the tax is 
to be paid to the State and will not go into 
local treasuries as at present. It is esti- 
mated that from $4,000,000 to $8,000,000 per 
annum will be raised by this new method of 
taxation. 

The bill exempts all mortgages affected 
by the proposed law from taxation by local 
sub-divisions of the State. The laws gov- 
erning the transfer of mortgages are not 
affected. 

The tax is to be imposed from the first 
All mortgages not 
recorded by June 15 and containing a state- 
ment of the maximum amount of such in- 
debtedness are to be subject to an annual 
tax of 6 mills on the dollar. A special tax 
is imposed of 1 per cent. as a penalty 
for not recording mortgages. An additional 
tax of 5 per cent. shall accrue annually 
until such mortgage be recorded. Any per- 
son who shall furnish to the State Con- 


troller or the State Board of Tax Com- 
missioners information resulting in the-re- 
covery of the special tax imposed shall be 
entitled to one-half of the sum recovered. 

If property is situated In more than one 
county the tax is to be paid where the 
mortgage is first recorded. A rebate vary- 
ing from 2 per cent. to one-half of 1 per 
cent. is to. be allowed for prompt payment 
of the tax. 


Appeals may be made by mortgagees or | 


owners of a mortgage to the State Board of 
Tax Commissioners from the computation 
or ®stimates of tax relating to their mort- 
gage on any annual list. The bill provides 
the pro¢edure which the State Board shall 
follow with reference to appeals. 

The State Board is directed to investigate 
delinquent debts, obligations, and securi- 
ties, and report the same to the Attorney 
General for action. After due process the 
property representing the security for the 
mortgage may be seized. The powers of the 
Court with reference to such seizures are 
set forth in detail. 

The County Treasurers of the various 
counties are deputed to receive the tax; 
the Chamberlain in New York City is an 
exception.

Ceommiittee on Excise’s Méasure Com- 


‘bines Features of the Other Bills. 


ALBANY, March 7.—A new Pure Beer 
bill will be submitted to the Assembly to- 
morrow morning by the Excise Committee. 
It is the work of the sub-committee of that 
body, and will be known as the Committee 
on Excise’s bill. It embodies the principal 
features of the Stevens and Burnett Pure 
Beer bills, as well as some suggestions 
made by other prominent pure-beer advo- 
cates, both outside and inside the Legis- 


lature. 

It is entitled ‘‘ An Act to Prevent Decep- 
tion in the Manufacture and Sale of Beer, 
Ale, and Porter,”’ and it is carefully drawn 
to conform to the legal requirements for 
pure food laws enumerated in the decis- 
ions of the United States Supreme Court 
in the case of Plumbly against the State 
of Massachusetts. The principle set forth 
in that case by Justice Harlan is that any 
State may enact laws prohibiting the sale 
within its boundaries of any food or bev- 
erage made artificially in imitation of an 
original product. 

The Pure Beer bill, following the prin- 
ciple in this case, designates fermented 
liquors as those made of purely agricul.- 
ural products to the exclusion of glucose, 
chemicals, and substitutes. It requires all 
ale, beer, and porter thus made, chemically 
or artificially, in imitation of the genuine 
product, to be branded “artificial beer,’’ 
‘artificial ale,’’ *‘ artificial porter,’ as the 
case may be. No attempt is made to for- 
bid the consumer from drinking “ artifi- 
cial” beer, ale, and porter, if he desires, 
but the consumer who wants the genuine 
article is to be protected against the so- 
phistication and deception practiced under 
the present conditions. 

The State Excise Commissioner is author- 
ized. to inspect breweries within the State, 
and the brewers are required to report 
semi-annually to him stating the amount 
of beer, ale, and porter made by them dur- 
ing the previous six months and the nature 
of the ingredients used therein. Prosecu- 
tions for violations are to be conducted by 
the District Attorneys of the several 
counties. The am geen requiring the la- 
beling of artificial beer, are practically 
identical with the present provisions of the 
public health law relating to the labeling 
of “half wine.” 

The bill further requires that wherever 
artificial beer, ale, or porter, as defined 
in the act, is manufactured or sold, there 
shall be displayed a sign reading ‘ Artifi- 
cial Beer Sold Here,"' or artificial ale or 
porter, as the case may be. 

The friends of the bill state that they 
have been assured by a number of prom- 
inent lawyers that the bill meets all ob- 
jections heretofore raised by the brewers 
that while a pore-teer bill would compel 
the brewers of New York to make a pure 
article, it would allow beer made in other 
States or foreign-made beer to be sold in 
this State to the injury of the interests of 
the State brewerles. 

There is no question that there is a 
very strong sentiment among, members of 
the Legislature in favor of pure-beer leg- 
isiation. The action of the committee is 
for the most part due to the efforts of As- 
semblymen Burnett of Ontario and Stevens 
of Franklin, who have been the persistent 
advocates of a pure-beer bill in the inter- 
ests of the agricultural counties. 


LEGISLATURE’S' PROCEEDINGS, 
ALBANY, March 7.—In the Assembly this 
afternoon William W. H. Smith celled up 
his bill on the laid-aside calendar to pro- 
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hibit nurses from being called as witnesses 
in criminal cases. Mr. Smith said his meas- 
ure did not affect the Rice murder case in 
the least. He explained that his amend- 
ment was intended to pin down the nurses’ 
testimony to strictly professional matters. 

Mr. Lynn of New York, in a jocular mood, 
offered an amendment to include mothers- 
in-law. On motion of Mr. Kelsey, the bill 
was recommitted to the Codes Committee 
for a further hearing. 

The Chair appointed Messrs. Weekes, 


Cook, and Hyman a Conference Committee 
on Senator Elsberg’s bill relative to the ap- 
pointment of guardians. 

Mr. Sanders of New York objected to Mr. 
Fowler's bill, which authorizes the Police 
Commissioner of New York City and the 
proper authorities in other cities, towns, 
and villages of the State to purehase vot- 
ing machines. He said that if the bill be- 
came a law it would permit the Police Com- 
missioner of New York to expend nearly 
$2,000,000 for these machines, and he doubt- 
ed very much if the Commissioner would 
ayail himself of the act. Mr. Kelsey 
thought the bill was defective in its con- 
struction, as it really prohibited the move- 
ment of the registering machinery. The 
bill was recommitted. 

Thirty-eight Senators were in their seats 
this morning, the largest percentage of at- 
tendance in some weeks for Thursday. A 
great many committee reports were read. 
Most of these were sent along toethird 
reading at the request of the introducers, 
the Senate being in an obliging mood. 

Senator Hill moved to reconsider the vote 
by which the Thornton State Pharmaceuti- 
cal bill was passed on Monday evening. The 
motion was lost, it receiving but 23 affirm- 
ative votes and a majority being necessary 
to reconsider the vote. 

The bills of Senator Malby, regulating 
the payment of money by the State for and 
to towns in repairing highways, and Sena- 
tor Price, providing for the restocking of 
the Adirondack region with wild moose 
were advanced. 

Assemblyman W. H. Smith's bill prohibit- 
ing offers of sale of real property caused 
a slight debate, but was advanced after- 
ward.

LIQUOR TAX LAW CHANGES, 


Senator Stranahan Proposes Several 
Amendments. 


ALBANY, March 7.--Senator Stranahan 
to-day introduced a bill amending in sey- 
eral particulars the liquor tax law. The 
bill defines a hotel guest to whom liquor 
can be sold during prohib{fted hours, as fol- 
lows: 

‘““A person who in good faith occupies a 
room in a hotel as a temporary home, and 
pays the regular customary charges for 
such occupancy, but who does not occupy 
such room for the purpose of having liquor 
served therein; or a person who, during the 
hours when meals are regularly served 
therein, resorts to the hotel for the purpose 
of obtaining. and actually orders and ob- 
tains at’‘such time, in good faith, a meal 
therein.” 

Keepers of hotels are required to furnish 
the names of persons entertained as guests 
on a certain day or days. This is to prevent 
election frauds. 

Among the other amendments is cne pro- 
viding for an additional tax of $50 upon 
the business of trafficking in liquors by 
qroseave of fruit or manufacturers of any 
iquor produced therefrom. 


CRIMES UNDER ELECTION LAW. 


Senate Passes Malby Bill After Pro- 
test by Senator Donnelly. 


ALBANY, March 7.—In the Senate to- 
day, when Senator Malby's bill amending 
the Penal Code relating to crimes against 
the elective franchise was reached, Senator 
Dennelly objected to its passage. He de- 
clared that it was the latest attempt to 
further exercise arbitrary espionage over 
the New York City election system by spe- 
cial legislation. 

‘You remove District Attorneys for not 
answering telegrams. You appoint hun- 
dreds of special detectives. You put the 
third degree on people in order to make 
them confess to things that they know 
nothing of, but vou are not successful in 
olitaining a sufficient number of convic- 
ticns. Oo you want to confer more power,” 
said Senator Donnelly. 

“This bill is simply aimed at crime 
against the election law. In Senator Don- 
nel'y’s district there may be no such vio- 
lations of the law, but we want to stop 
violations if we can, including instances 
Hke those cf Murray Fall,”’ said Senator 


Maltby. 
The bill was passed, 31 yeas to 14 nays. 


FIREMEN'S TWO-PLATOON SYSTEM. 


Hearing on the Adler Bill Before As- 
sembly Committee, 
ALBANY, March 7.—The Cities Commit- 
tee of the Assembly this afternoon gave 
an extended hearing on Assemblyman Ad- 
ler’s bill for a two-fireman platoon system 
in New York City. It was opposed by As- 
sistant Corp@ration Counsel Arthur Butts, 
who prefaced his remarks by saying that 
the Fire Department of Greater New York 
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had a record second to none in the world, 
and its reputation was widespread. 

“If you pass this bill,’ said Mr. Butts, 
“it will not only break up the discipline of 


the department but the efficiency of the 
force will deteriorate, not to mention the 
additional cost of such a change, which 
will be anywhere from $500,000 to $1,- 
000,000." 

Ex-Capt. James D. Clifford, formerly of 
the Fire Department, favored the bill, and 
pleaded with the committee for humanity’s 
sake to report out the bill. Under the de- 
partment rules as they existed to-day a 
fireman could see his wife and family only 
once in ten days. If the scheme was adopt- 
ed only 485 additional men would be re- 
quired, an average of about three extra 
men for each company, and this would in- 
sure men time for meals and a little time 
at home. In closing. Mr. Clifford said the 
men were on their knees asking the com- 
mittee far God's sake to give them relief. 
President Murphy of the State Federation 
of Lanor spoke for the bill, as did several 
others. 


RAMAPO REPEAL BILL. 


Assembly Committee “Has Reported 
the Morgan Measure. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 7.—The Assembly Com- 
mittee on Cities to-night favorably report- 
ed the Morgan Ramapo Repeal bill by a 
unanimous vote. The committee was in 
session until 8 o'clock, and the discussion 
upon the measure was a protracted one, 
but is said to have been without special 
incident. The action of the committee in 
reporting out the Morgan bill instead of 
the Slater bill, which has already passed 
the Senate, came as a surprise, and led to 
considerable conjecture as to the purpose 
of it. Both bills provide for unconditional 
repeal, and are the same in phraseology. 
This being so, it was the general expecta- 
tion that the Slater bill would be reported 


by the Assembly Committee to save time, 
and when the announcement was made 
there were some who saw in the action of 
the committee an attempt at further delay. 
Chairman Kelsey was seen to-night at his 
residence and asked for an explanation of 
the committee’s action. He said: ‘ The 
only reason for reporting the Morgan bil! 
instead of the Slater bill was that Mr. Mor- 
gan has been identified with Ramapo leg- 
islation for a number of years, and the 
committee thought the bill which became 
a law ought to bear his name, although 
Mr. Morgan announced his willingness to 
have the committee report the Slater bill. 

Senator Slater agreed when the Morgan 
bill passed the Assembly to substitute it 
for his measure in the Senate. Of course 
that is a matter between the two men, 
and does not concern the public. The 
change need not cause any appreciable de- 
lay in the bills becoming a law.” 

The Morgan bill will be reported to the 
Assembly to-morrow, and may be taken up 
and passed. It will then have to go back 
to the Senate. Even if the bill passes the 
Assembly it is not likely to get through the 

Senate at once, for to-morrow being Fri- 
day there will be a short session, and the 

Clerk of the House could hardly get the 
| bill over to the Senate time for the 
Senate to act upon it. 


STATE POLICE BILL RUMORS.

Ex-Judge Cohen Sees Gov. Odell, but 
on Another Matter—Possible 
Meeting Here To-day.

March 7.—Ex-Judge W. N. 
Cohen, Senator Platt's adviser upon police 
bill legislation, was in Albany to-day. He 
was at the Capitol, and had a long inter- 
view with Gov. Odell. When he left the 
executive chamber he was asked if he had 
brought up the new State Police bill, which 
he was reported to have drawn up at the 
suggestion of Senator Platt. He said he 
had drawn no such bill, and added, had 
made no draft of any sort of a police bill 
since last Fall, when he drafted the Single- 
headed Commissioner bill. As to the nature 
of his conference with the Governor he 

refused to supply any information. 

Odell, when questioned with re- 
gard to ex-Judge Cohen's visit, said it was 
not for the purpose of discussing police 
legislation with him. He added there was 
nothing new on the subject of police legis- 
lation, and that the situation was un- 
changed. When told that it was common 
rumor that the New York County Organi- 
zation was preparing a State Police bill, he

said that, as a State Police bill would af- 
fect the entire State, it would have to 
emanate from some other source than a 
county organization. 


The Governor had not made up his mind 
to-night, so far as could bé learned, wheth- 
er he would go to New York City to-mor- 


row. It has been reported that there was 
to be a conference at the. Fifth Avenue 
Hotel to-morrow, between Senator Platt, 


Goy. Odell, and a number of the State lead- 
ers with regard to the State Police bill. 
The Governor's private secretary and his 
military secretary said to-night that they 
had no knowledge of any intention on the 
part of the Governor to go to New York 
to-morrow. Information from other sources 
was that the Governor would go, and that 
he and Senator Platt, Speaker Nixon, and 
other Republican leaders would have a 
conference. Senator Raines said he was 
not going to New York to attend any con- 
ference, and Senator Ellsworth, Senator 
Raines said, had gone out into the woods. 

It is becoming more and more evident 
that any attempt to put through a State 
Police bill, unless there is further warrant 
for it than the police situation in New 
York City now affords, would provoke a 
serious party fight. Canvasses which have 
been made of the members of the Senate 
and the Assembly on the question have re- 
vealed the fact that there are a number 
of members who would fly in the face of 
the organization upon such a _ proposition. 
Then there are others who, while not car- 
ing much one way or another about a 
State Police bill, do care much about some 
other measures in which their constituents 
are particularly interested, and who are 
afraid that if they acted in opposition to 
Gov. Odell's wishes on the subject of po- 
lice legislation, they would have reason 
to regret it. 


To Prevent Explosions. 
ALBANY, March 7.—« bill to amend the 
charter of New York City to prevent if 
possible explosions similar to the one which 


wrecked the Tarrant establishment in that 
city some months ago, was introduced in 
both branches of the Legislature to-day, 
ordered to a third reading, and referred to 
the Cities Committee. It was introduced in 
the Senate by Senator Marshall and in the 
Assembly by Assemblyman Wilson. The 
bill gives to the Fire Commissioner the 
power to regulate the quantity of explos- 
ives which may be stored in any building. 


Two of the Tax Bills Reported.

HANDSOME RESIDENCE BURNED 


Frederick C. Dexter of Dyker Heights 
Loses His House and Contents. 


The handsome residence of Frederick C. 
Dexter, at Eighty-third Street and Elev- 
enth Avenue, in the Dyker Heights section 
of Brooklyn, with its contents, was 
stroyed by fire early yesterday morning.

TENANTS BURNED AT A FIRE. 


Narrow Escape of Mother and Children, 
Hemmed In by Flames. 


Mrs. Emma Jones and her two daughters 
and infant boy were all seriously burned 
early yesterday morning while escaping 
from a burning tenement at 32 Madison 
Street, Hoboken. They lived on the top 
floor. The fire started in the saloon of 
Adolph Alven, on the ground floor. There 
were six families on the three upper floors. 
All escaped safely except the family of 
John Jones, consisting of himself, wife, 
two daughters, and two sons. When they 
reached the lower halls they found the 
woodwork ablaze, and were obliged to make 


a rush through the,flames and smoke to 
reach the street. ? 

Mr. Jones, who carried his three-year-old 
boy, escaped with slight injury. Mr 
who carried the infant boy in her arms, 
managed to protect the child from serious 
injury, but she and the two girls were bad- 
ly burned on the face, arms, and body. 
These three were taken to St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital. All will recover. 

The origin of the fire could not be learned. 
The tenants lost all their furniture. The 
loss is $10,000. 


Found Her Child Burned to Death. 

While Mrs. Flaherty, janitress of the 
tenement house 634 Hudson Street, was 
showing the rooms to prospective tenants 
yesterday afternoon, her daughter, Katie 
Flaherty, three years old, whom she had 
left alone in her kitchen, was fatally 
burned. When she returned she found the 


child lying in another room, with the 
clothing burned entirely from her body, 
while a pillow, with which she had evident- 
ly tried to smother the flames, lay close 
by, partially consumed. The little one 
breathed her last as her mother caught her 
in her arms. 





STEEL TRUST OPPOSITION. 


National Tube Stockholders Want Bet- 


ter Terms—Mr. Morgan’s Vacation. 


It was learned yesterday that the oppo- 
sition to the merger of the National Tube 
Company with the United States Steel 
Corporation, row being engineered by 
White & Blackwell, originated with clients 
of Anderson & Anderson, who are attor- 
neys for the stockholders. Mr. Anderson 
said yesterday that nothing definite had 
yet been done, and that his firm was for 
the present merely investigating certain 
matters connected with the proposed mer- 
ger. It is understood that the stockholders 
of the National Tube Company are holding 
out for better terms, and that they do not 
oppose the merger if their ideas as to price 
can be met. 

J. Pierpont Morgan is booked to sail for 
Europe on the Oceanic on March 27. It is 
understood that he will remain longer 
abroad than is his wont, and that during 
his vacation he will take a complete rest 
from the labors of the past five months, 
during which so many combinations have 
been effected by him. 7 

The fact that Mr. Morgan is so soon going 
abroad disposes of rumors that he is in- 
terested in other large combinations. He 
is quoted as having said to a friend that, 
after the United States Steel Corporation 
is effected, he will take up no new deals 
until his return from Europe. 

Activity and strength in the Stock Ex- 
change in Tennessee Coal. Republic Iron 
and Steel, and Colorado Fuel led to. re- 
ports that the buying of the stocks was 
by United States Steel interests, and that 
the intention is to include these companies 
in the trust. In well-informed quarters 
these reports were not regarded seriously. 


STEEL PLATE POOL MEETING. 


Prices Were Not Advanced, but Are to 
be Governed by the Market, 
It Is Said. 

A regular meeting of the steel-plate pool 
was held at the Waldorf-Astoria about 
noon yesterday. About fourteen men, rep- 
resenting the firms known to be affiliated 
with the combination, among them repre- 
sentatives of the American Steel and Wire 
Company, Carnegie Steel Company, Illinois 
Steel Company, Tidewater Steel Company, 
and the companies from Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania, were present. The meeting was held 
behind closed doors, but it is known that 
Ogden Hoffman, Willis L. King, and F. L. 
Hirsch were there, and that C. M. Schwab 
was not. 

A rumor which came all the way from 
Pittsburg was to the effect that the pool 
had advanced the price of steel 82 per 
ton. This rumor was emphatically denied 
by one of the men who was at the meeting, 
but who did not want his name mentioned. 

“There is some truth in the information 
you have,” he admitted. ‘We held a 
meéeting, but we did not advance the price 
of steel. We decided to allow the market,

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RECIPROCITY TREATIES 
DIE IN THE SENATE 


Held Up by Five Men, T. C. Platt 
, Being One of Them. 











Leading Republicans Declare the Action 
Will Have a Disastrous Effect 
on the Party.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—It is only two 
@ays since the President in his inaugural 
address made a new appeal to Congress 
to make good the party promise to con- 
tract reciprocity arrangements with for- 
i eign countries, yet the Senate, in executive 
} session to-day, did not take up the treat- 
jes, and it appears they will not be called up 
this session. The Committee on Foreign 
Relations had not acted upon them during 
the present session, and Senators generally 
hold that it. is-necesesary that there should 
be committee action before the Senate can 
take them up again. 
’ Commissioner Kasson, who has_ spent 
Many months in constructing treaties for 
q reciprocity with powers with which we 
have maintained active business relations, 
has gone away on a trip to Florida, utterly 
hopeless of securing from the Senate any 
ratification of the conventions that have 
been pigeonholed in that body and which 
five Senators have been able to hold up.

It is the opinion of leading Republicans 
here, not in the Senate, that the Repub- 
lican Party will wake up to the fact that 
this refusal of offers for reciproeity will 
be expensive before another Presidential 
campaign. Said a well informed represen- 
tative of the party, commenting upon the 
abandonment of the many suspended 
treaties: 
, “It is not merely the failure of the pro- 


posed treaties that is unfortunate, even 
calamitous; it is what is to follow that 
will convince them and the country that 


the Senate was hoggish and short-sighted. 
Having offered certain conditions of trade 
and then withdrawn them, it is unreason- 
able to suppose that the countries to which 
we made the offers will continue to extend 
to us the benefits of minimum tariffs that 
we have enjoyed while pretending to ar- 
range ‘reciprocity treaties I look for a 
withdrawal by these countries of the ad- 
vantages they have been extending to us, 
and the imposition of the maximum tariffs 





on our exports to them 
{ ‘““When that course becomes general with 
| these countries seeking to arrange more 
Iiberat terms of trade with us, our ex- 
; porters will feel the blow. It won't be 
necessary to explain to them that it came 
about throvigh the determination of a few 


Senators to keep up high protective duties 
for their States, at the expense of the rest 
of the country. That outrage will be known 
to everybody then, and it will be resented 
at the polls beyond any doubt.” 

For reasons similar to those that have 
resulted in the abandonment of the reci- 
procity treaties in the Senate there is not 
much hope of securing an early resump- 
tion of the meetings of the high commis- 
sion of Canadians and representatives of 
the United States, to negotiate a reciprocal 
arrangement, as well as to settle disputes 
between the United States and Great 
Britain in Canada. The conditions in the 
Senate are regarded by the Administration 
as inauspicious for the reassembling of that 
body, simply to prepare a convention that 
might be held up by five Senators who will 
not drop 1 per cent. of the protection im- 
posed by the Dingley law. 


GRGAN’S PLEA FOR A CANAL. 


Senator Says It Is the Senate’s Duty to 
Declare the Clayton-Bulwer 


Treaty Abrogated. 
. WASHINGTON, March 7.—At the con- 
@usion of routine’ business in the Senate 
to-day Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.,) resumed 
“his speech, begun yesterday, in support 
ef his resolution declaring the abrogation 
of the Clgyton-Bulwer treaty. Mr. Morgan 
read that part of »the. Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty which rélateg- to the Nicaragua 
Canal, and also the protocols of an agree- 


ment for the construction of the canal, 
made between the United States Goy- 
érnment and the Governments of Nic- 


aragua and Costa, Rica. 

He declared it was perfectly clear that 
the protocols entered into last Fall by this 
Government were a distinct violation of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. It was equally 
evident that the United States must aban- 
don its plighted faith with Nicaragua and 
Costa. Rica, in order that the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty might be fastened per- 
manently upon this Government and hang 
Jike a pall over it, or take such a stand 
as willb.susStain the President in his ‘ pat- 
riotic and mobile action.” 

The protocols entered into expressed the 
defiance by the President of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty and his disregard of its 
provisions. They undertook to place the 
Government on the high ground that the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty is abrogated by this 
Government. 

“It is our duty,’’ insisted Mr. Morgan, 
“to declaré that that treaty is not in the 
way of our legislating for the Nicaragua 
Canal. If we hesitate to-day it will be 
the same a year hence, and the provisions 
of that treaty will be fastened upon us.” 

Mr. Morgan concluded by urging that his 
resolution be adopted, in order that the 
President might understand the position 
of the Senate so thoroughly that he would 
feel justified in proceeding along lines look- 
ing to the construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal while Congress was in its long re- 
cess. 

The Senate adjourned without taking any 
action upon the pending resolution. 


NICARAGUA CANAL DANGERS. 


Route’s Drawbacks Described by the ex- 
Chief Engineer of Panama Canal. 


Philippe Bunau-Varilla, formerly engi- 
meer in chief to the Panama Canal Com- 
pany, delivered an address before the 


Chamber of Commerce yesterday in which 
he made a comparison of the relative 
yalues of the Panama and Nicaragua 
Canals. 

His conclusions were that it was very 
questionable whether a substantial ma- 
sonry dam, which is the key of the whole 
canal, could be built in Nicaragua, with all 
its indispensable qualities; that the Nica- 
ragua Canal, if once built, would be every 
day exposed to the most terrific danger of 
complete annihilation; that, leaving aside 
the eventual dangers, the navigation would 
be certain to have to struggle in the San 
Juan River against the danger resulting 
from the extraordinary combination of the 
continuous gales blowing through the val- 
ley, with the heavy river currents, with the 
abnormally numerous and sharp curves, 
and with the presence of the numerous 
dredges, which will have to keep open the 
deep trenches dug into the bottom of that 
powerful stream; and that the Panama lo- 
cation was absolutely free from the ob- 
jJections above mentioned; was liable to be 
transformed into a Bosphorus; would cost 
$58,000,000 less to finish than to make the 
Nicaragua Canal; could be traversed in 
twelve hours, and ultimately in six,. when 
the commission estimates thirty-three hours 
as normal time of transit over Nicaragua; 
would have five locks instead of nine, and 
thirty-eight miles of canal navigation in- 
stead of 120.

CUBANS DISCUSS AMENDMENT. 


Scheme of Relations Defined by Con- 
gress Will Be Considered by Spe- 
cial Committee. 

HAVANA, March 7.—The Cuban Consti- 
tutional Convention met in secret session 
at 2 o'clock this afternoon for a formal 
discussion of the Senate amendment. The 
Conservative element scored a victory. It 
was decided to continue the sessions of the 
convention and to refer the amendment 
to the Special Committee on Relations, 

with instructions to bring in a report. 

Twenty-nine delegates were present, 
Sefior Llorente and Gen. Rivera being the 
only absentees. Gen. Sanguily favored dis- 
solving the convention and returning the 
amendment without discussion. The other 
delegates were unanimously in favor of 
continuing the sessions and of sending some 
answer to the Executive Department in 
Washington. The argument turned on the 
question whether the convention had power 
to adopt a scheme of relations that would 
be binding upon the future republic. Last 
week a majority of the delegates opposed 
this view. To-day Sefior Nunez, represent- 
ing the Conservatives, argued that the dele- 
gates were empowered in the call for the 
convention to establish permanent rela- 
tions with the United States, and ought 
not to attempt to shirk this duty. 

Gen. Sanguily contended that the inten- 
tion in the original call was annulled by 
Gov. Gen. Wood's instructions at the open- 
ing of the convention, when delegates were 
asked to give only an opinion,

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FURIOUS BROADSWORD 
DUEL ON HORSEBACK 


Riding Masters Fight for Su- 
premacy in Dickel’s Academy. 








Beginning in Sport It Is Continued in 
Earnest—Men Remonstrate and 
Women Scream with Fright. 





The members of the Manhattan Riding 
Club, which meets at Dickel’s Riding Acad- 
emy every week, and a party of their 
friends were treated on Wednesday night to 
one of the most exciting broadsword bat- 
tles that has ever been brought off in this 
city. Except for the fact that the two con- 
testants did not actually try to take each 
other's life, the battle was all that even the 
most ardent lover of the ancient sport could 
desire. 

Lieut. George Karlowski, formerly of a 
German regiment of Uhlans, is one of the 
instructors in the Central Park Riding 
Academy, and Major Fritz Lund, late of 
the Danish Cavalry, occupies a similar po- 
sition in Dickel’s Academy, in Fifty-sixth 
Street, near Seventh Avenue. Both are 
dashing horsemen and broadsword fighters 
of undisputed merit. Just who is the best 
of the two has been an open question for 
some time, and both they and their admir- 
ers have been anxious to have the question 
settled. It was arranged, therefore, that 
in the arena on Wednesday night, after 
the Manhattan Club had finished its rid- 
ing lessons, the question of supremacy 
should be decided. 

In spite of the rivalry between the men, 
no bad feeling developed until the contest 
was fairly on. At the start the duel was 
to be one for points only, and a referee had 
been chosen to decide the question of prow- 
The first trouble started when the 
referee failed to show up. After a prelimi- 
nary wrangle the men decided to go on, 
and chose one of the instructors in Dickel’s 
as umpire. 

The men were incased in a sort of armor 
consisting of a heavy wire basket fitting 
over the head and closely around the neck. 
This was reinforced on the inside with steel 
bands. Their suits were heavily padded 
and the weapons they used were broad, 
flat swords that when wielded with much 
force can leave a bruise similar to that in- 
flicted by the hind hoofs of a lively mule. 

Into the ring the two men rode at 10:30 
o'clock, brandishing their weapons and 


ezgged on by the snouts of the spectators. 
Karlowski went straight at Lund and made 
a vicious slash at him with his sword. 
Lund wheeled his horse, but not in time, 
and the weapon descended with tremendous 
force on his shoulder. After that all rules 
were thrown to the wind and the men 
fought each other around the ring like de- 
mons, while the women spectators shrieked 
and the men shouted themselves hoarse in 
their enthusiasm. 

Lund rushed at his adversary as if he 
would ride over him, and before Karlowski 
could wheel the Dane's sword cut deep into 
the Uhlan’s helmet. Karlowski almost lost 
his seat from the force of the impact and 
his horse went to its knees. Karlowski re- 
covered quickly, and it was seen then that 
the battle was for blood. Vainly the um- 
pire shrieked and tried to get between the 
combatants. They paid not the slightest 
attention to him and several times he was 
in danger of being ridden down. 

Karlowski scored the next cut on Lund 
and the latter seemed to lose all control of 
himself. He half rose in his saddle and 
whirling his sword came at the Uhlan as 
if he meant to knock his head off. «as they 
came to close quarters Lund, infuriated, 
aimed a savage cut at his adversary’s leg— 
a glaring foul. This made Karlowski mad, 
and both men, riding to close quarters, 
began to cut and slash at each other re- 
gardless of consequences and heeding not 
even the remonstrances of the spectators, 
who had now become thoroughly alarmed. 

Back and forth across the tan bark the 
men fought and the greatest excitement 
prevailed. All their pent-up rivalry seemed 
to be let loose in that battle for supremacy, 
and had their lives depended on the result 
they could not have seemed more in earnest. 
Lund's horse got a blow on the neck and 
was sent to its knees. Karlowski took ad- 
vantage. of every opportunity, and the Dane 
was at a great disadvantage on account of 
his wabbly and frightened steed. Finally, 
after thirty minutes of terrific battling, 
during which both men had their padded 
suits nearly torn off, the referee managed 
to get in a word and awarded the battle to 
the Uhlan. 

This almost precipitated another fight, as 
Lund claimed he had won, and the men 
would have come together again but for the 
fact that they were too exhausted to do 
each other any damage. When they were 
undressed in separate dressing rooms they 
were found to be covered with bruises, but 
still defiant, and each vowing that he would 
knock the other fellow’s head off if they 
ever came together again. 

Neither of the contestants was at his 
academy last night. Their friends said 
that they were both too sore to be of any 
use for a day or two. After the period of 
recuperation is over, Lund’s friends say he

Fatal Elevator Fall at Moline, Ill. 


MOLINE, Ill., March 7.—Two men were 
killed and seven injured to-day by the 
fall of an elevator in the works of the 
Moline Plow Company.

Twenty-five workmen crowded upon the 
nine by twelve-foot platform. he ele- 
vator ascended a few feet, when a drum 
ear gave way, letting the cage fall from 
the first story to the basement. The iron 
eounter-balance weights shot up to the 
top of the shaft, and four of them, each 
weighing 1 pounds, became disengeged 
by collision with the framework of the 
shaft and crashed down four stories upon 
the men below.

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SEALS OF BALLOT BOX 
BROKEN AT SING SING 


Open Charges of Fraud in Connec- 
tion with Democratic Primary. 








Probable that the Grand Jury Will Be 
Called Upon to Make an In- 
vestigation. 





SING SING, N. Y., March 7.—The charter 
election here is developing into a scandal 
which will doubtless cause an investigation 
by the Grand Jury. The scandal began to 
develop this afternoon when the Demo- 
eratic primaries officers met in obedience 
to the order of Justice Marean to recount 
the ballotgscast at the primary election on 
Feb. 19. $ 

As soon as the ballot box was produced 
James H. Moran, who sealed the box, de- 
clared the seals over the lock and over the 
slot for putting in the ballots had been 
broken and new ong¢s put on. There was 
instant excitement, and several persons 
who saw the sealing up agreed with Mr. 
Moran. The box was opened and as the 
count proceeded the hints at fraud which 
had been indulged in the box was 
opened broke into open charges.

DOCTORS DISCUSS ALCOHOLISM | 


Average Man Can Stand 3,000 Intoxica- 
tions—Effects of Different Wines. 

At a meeting of the Academy of Medicine, 
held last night in Hosack Hall, Drs. Charles 
L. Dana, H. M. Briggs, M. Allen Starr, and 
other physicians took part in a discussion 
on “ Alcohol and Alcoholism.”’ The discus- 


sion was based on observations made by 
the speakers on patients in Bellevue. 
In the statements of Dr. Dana it was 


said that an estimate of 3,000 intoxications 
during a jifetime was about as much as 
nature allowed the average man. Drunk- 
ards, it was said, owed their condition in 
50 per cent. of the cases, to whisky, and in 
20 per cent. of the cases to beer. 

Dr. H. M.. Briggs, the next speaker, 
brought out the fact that during the last 
fifteen years, the alcoholic cases and the 
ailments due to intoxication had changed 
considerably, ‘the chief trouble at the pres- 
ent time arising from those who drink both 
beer and whisky. It is of comparative rare- 
ness, nowadays, the speaker said, that pa- 
tients are treated who suffer from the ef- 
fects of beer alone or excessive whisky 
drinking alone. 

Dr. Starr said that the treatment in alco- 
holic cases ought to depend on the nature 
of the intoxicant that brought on the condi- 
tion. He cited the irritating effect of sher- 
ry wine on the temper, the soothing effect 
of port, the exhilarating effect of cham- 
pagne drinking, and the paralyzing effect 
of burgundy, and argued that the treat- 
ment ought to consist in remedies meant to 
suit the special case of the particular in- 
toxicant responsible for the condition of 
the patient. The sole remedy for drunk- 
enness, he said, consisted in the moral in- 
fluence, religious or social, which might be 
brought to bear on the patient whose hope 
for relief from his ailment through the 
medium of drugs was a vain one. 


SUIT AGAINST URIBE URIBE, 


Charged with Extorting Drafts for Over 
$10,000 by Threats of Death 
in Colombia. 

BOSTON, March 7.—Consul General Ar- 
truro de Brigarde of the Republic of Colom- 
bia has brought proceedings in the Supreme 
Court by the order of his Government to 
prevent the payment of certain- drafts al- 
leged to have been extorted from fellow- 
countrymen by Raphael Uribe Uribe and 
Pablo Emijio Obregon, twof revolutionary 
leaders, Judge Knowlton this afternoon 
granted a temporary order. 

The compiainants are from the town of 
Montoria, Department of Bolivia. The re- 
spondents are George D. Emery of Boston, 
Raphael Uribe Uribe, Pablo Emilio Obre- 
gon of the Republic of Colombia, and Na- 
son & Proctor, attorneys in this city. The 
bill sets forth that on Nov. 1900, the 
complainants were merchants in Monteria 
and that the respondents, Uribe Uribe and 
Obregon, were leaders in a_ revolution

The total amount of the drafts in 
United States currency is $10,833.37. 

After obtaining possession of the drafts 
Uribe Uribe and Obregon sent them to 
Emery for acceptance and payment. It is 
alleged that Nason and Proctor now have 
the drafts. The complainants seek to have 
Emery restrained from paying the drafts; 
to have Nason and Proctor restrained from 
disposing of the drafts, and to have Uribe 
Uribe and Obregon surrender the drafts.

THE HAWAIIAN LEGISLATURE. 


Secretary of the Territory Cooper Is 
Ordered Out of the House— 


Radical Laws Proposed. 

HONOLULU, March 1.—The first Terri- 
torial Legislature of Hawaii began its ses- 
sions in Honoluiu Feb. 20, and has been in 
session since. J. A. Akina, (independent,) 
a Hawaiian-Chinese member from the Isl- 
and of Kauai, was elected Speaker of the 
House, and Dr. Nicholas Russell of Ha- 
waii, a white man, was chosen President 
of the Senate. 

On the third day, Secretary of the Terri- 
tory Cooper was unceremoniously ordered 
out of the House, and escorted out by the 


Sergeant at Arms. Acting under the sec- 
tion of the Territorial act which provides 
that he ‘shall record and preserve the 
laws and proceedings of the Legislature,”’ 
Secretary Cooper took a place on the floor 
of the House, with a stenographer, to se- 
cure a record of the proceedings. Repre- 

sentative Beckley (independent) offered < 





resolution requiring him to leave. The 
resolution set forth that his presence on 
the floor was a violation of the 
the three departments. of Government— 
executive, judicial, and legislative—must 
be kept separate, and it was urged in de- 
bate that Gov. Dole had put Codper where 
he was with a view to intimidating mem- 
bers by letting that 
tive officer was taking a stenographic re- 
port of the proceedings. 

Cooper was declared by Republicans to 
be present as a representative of President 
McNKinley, as he had been ordered to trans- 
mit a report to Washington, but even this 
plea did not deter the independents. After 
a long debate they passed the Beckley reso- 
lution by a vote of 20 to 9, the 9 being all 
the Republicans in the House. 

It is understood Cooper has asked Wash- 
ington for a ruling as to the meaning of 
the instructions given him to send a record. 

With both houses in control of the inde- 
pendent home-rule party and containing a 
majority of native Hawaiians, the end of 
the session promises to many very 
radical measures adopted, among those to 
which the controlling party is committed 
being a liquor dispensary law, a taxation 
system that will be a combination of single 
tax and income tax doctrines, an election 
law based on proportionate representa- 
tion, and a law excluding from the territory 
persons who may arrive here afflicted 
with consumption or leprosy. 

The question of languages is another 
source of trouble. The organic act says 
that all proceedings of the Legislature shall 
be conducted in the English language. Half 
of the members cannot speak English, and 
Hawaiian interpreters. have been employed 
in both houses. It is the opinion of some 
lawyers that this will invalidate all pro- 
ceedings, and this matter will come before 
the courts when some laws have been 
passed. Chief Justice Frear and Gov. Dole, 
who were members of the commission that 
adopted the rule in question, have ex- 
pressed the opinion that it intended to pro- 
vide that no language but English should 
be spoken. The independents claim that 
laws and resolutions, &c., shall be in Eng- 
lish. Every measure and every speech is 
being given in both English and Hawaiian.

SENATOR PLATT INTERFERES. 

Senator PLattT is disgruntled with the 
reported intention of the President to ap- 
point Col. WILLIAM Cary SANGER as As- 
sistant Secretary of War. He does not 
believe that the President intends to ap- 
point Col. SANGER, “ who is not only an 
anti-organization man, but is anti every- 
thing else in a political sense. And so I 
tell you,” he remarked to the correspond- 
ent of The Tribune, ‘‘the appointment 
must not and will not be made.” The 
Senator added that if the appointment 
were made during the recess “my col- 
league and myself would defeat Col. 
SANGER’s confirmation just the same.” 

This is a serious statement. It is also 
an impudent and outrageous statement, 
of which Mr. PLATT should be ashamed, 
and which Senator Depew, if he has a 
spark of self-respect, or the least regard 
for the dignity of his office, should re- 
pudiate as unwarranted and insulting. 
The Secretary of War is an eminent cit- 
izen of the State of New York. He was 
selected for his present post by the Pres- 
ident because of hisghigh character, his 
devotion to duty, his great gifts as a 
lawyer, his sound judgment and impar- 
tial temper, and his peculiar fitness to 
discharge the difficult functions of the 
office and to advise the President in the 
trying questions which are directly and 
indirectly connected with his depart- 
ment. He was confirmed with the “ ad- 
vice and consent” of the Senators from 
this State. It is a mere truism to say 
that neither one nor both of them couid 
possibly contribute to the Government 
the valuable aid and service that he has 
rendered and is constantly rendering. 

It happens that there is shortly to be 
@ vacancy in the office of the Assistant 
Secretary, and to this vacancy Mr. Root 
desires the appointment of another citi- 
zen of New York, who, by his character 
and ability, and by his special studies 
and experience, is peculiarly fitted to 
perform the duties of the place. With the 
approval of the President, why should 
not such a man be appointed? Why 
should Mr. PLATT have any voice in the 
matter? Why should Mr. DEPEWw, who 
at least ought to know better, allow Mr. 
PLattT to involve him in a perfectly in- 
excusable claim to dictate in this mat- 
ter? 

Senator PLaTt, it will be noted, does 
not place his opposition on the ground 
that the good of the service will not be 
advanced by Col. SANGER’s appointment. 
He knows little of the needs of the serv- 
ice and cares less. At best his opinion 
would not be entitled to preference over’ 
that of the Secretary, and in fact is 
worse than worthless. He opposes Col. 
SANGER because the latter, when he was 
in the Legislature, upheld the Constitu- 
tional requirement of merit and fitness 
for appointments to the public service, 
and opposed the corrupt favoritism on 
which Mr. Piatt thrives. 

It is reported from Washington this 
morning that a “conference” has been 
held on this matter, and that an attempt 
will be made to avoid a “rupture” with 
the Senators. We do not know on what 
terms this can be arranged. We do know 
that the slightest concession of the right 
of the President and the Secretary of 
War to select the best men they can get 
for the public service without interven- 
tion of the Senators, except to pass on 
\ their actual merit and fitness, will be a 
Giscreditable concession. All decent and 
self-respecting men would applaud the 
President and the Secretary if they 
should defy the dictation of the Senators 
in this affair. 


THE IRON AND STEEL MERGER. 

Rumors daily current in Wall Street 
of obstacles to the conclusion of the ne- 
gotiations for the consolidation of the 
iron and steel properties listed for merg- 
er in the United States Steel Corporation 
should be accepted for what they are 
worth—which is very little. That there is 
more or less dissatisfaction with the ba- 
gis on which the several properties are 
valued is quite probable. This would ex- 
ist in any gase. A shrewd organizer of 
industrials once said that any plan which 
was quite satisfactory to either party to 
a compromise agreement was necessa- 
rily unfair to the others. The more this 
sage remark is considered the more its 
truth becomes apparent. 

It should not be assumed, -however, 
that as some interests are “ kicking ” be- 
cause their stock is not valued at a rate 
materially above that of ether stocks 
necessary to be acquired, the deal will 

- fall through. Not one of the corpora- 
tions interested could afford to have the 
negotiation fail, and if necessary to in- 
sure its suceess any and all of them 
would willingly make important sacri- 
fices. The consolidation was a necessity. 
Why this is so appears very clearly from 
a statement in The Iron Age, which we 


quote, as follows: 

The general public, and not a few in the 
iron trade, have failed to realize what a 
serious danger the industry has escaped by 
the formation of the United States Steel 
Corporation, which has averted ‘the pend- 
ing battle of the giants. The 6 we 


have led to a wholly unnecessary and fear- 
fully costly duplication of plants, With 
one interest going Into the manufacture of 
tubes and sheets, another threatening to 
invade the railmakers’ field, a third get- 
ting ready to roll plates, a fourth preparin 
to buiid a large structural plant, a fifth 
about to roll and draw wire, there would 
not have been a single Sepeteen branch 
which would have. escaped the most savage 
competition. With. every interest not pro- 
vided with furnaces and steel plants seek- 
ing to fill that gap, and with every steel- 
maker endeavoring to capture a-market by 
finishing, we would have had excess ca- 
pacity, unmanageable and unprofitable, for 
decades to come. It would: have been a fear- 
ful waste of money, while the destruction of 
earni power and the suffering to labor 
=puld have been unparalleled in the indus- 
trial history of this country. 


With the failure of the negotiations for 
the consolidation, these conditions would 
be restored. This fact is so well under- 
stood in the trade that no one in interest 
would dare take any actfon seriously ob- 
structive of the deal. For this reason the 
underwriters are not likely to be serious- 
ly disturbed by such “ kicking”’ as may 
be done in the hope of getting better 
terms for some interests than the others 
would be likely to concede. 

It is of public interest that, so far as 
heard from, all the important iron and 
steel concerns outside the consolida- 
tion are well pleased with its formation 
and regard it as probable that the new 
company will pursue a less aggressive 
policy than some of its component corpo- 
rations have done. Close calculations 
show that the new company will control 
about 68 per cent. of the heavy steel rail 
production and about 60 per cent. of 
beams and structural steel. In no other 
line is its proportion of the productive 
capacity so great as to place it in a posi- 
tion to dictate to the outside interests. 
Altogether, it is not at present alarming, 
from any point of view. 


A BILLION AND A HALF. 

It is a full decade since the cry of 
a “Billion Dollar Congress” seemed to 
the opposition a promising platform for 
a Presidential campaign. The Fifty- 
sixth Congress has exceeded that, and 
come unpleasantly near the billion and 
a half. But for the fortunaté garrulity 
of Senator Carter, who talked the River 
and Harbor bill to death, its expenditure 
might fairly be called, in numbers not 
too round, a billion and a half. But 
the “‘record’’ would still be held by its 
predecessor, the Congress of the Spanish 
war, which began its “ extras’’ by hand- 
ing the President a check for fifty mill- 
ions, and which spent altogether $1,568, - 
212,637, against $1,440,062,545, appro- 
priated by the Congress which has now 
finished its labors and its existence. 

These are very large figures, and would 
have been bewildering and incomprehen- 
sible to the public financiers of a genera- 
tion ago, ‘‘ Figure to yourself,” as the 
French say, that the total :bill for the 
civil war, which was handed on “ to pos- 
terity,”’ was only about twice what one 
Congress, in these days, spends out of 
current income. That gives you some no- 
tion of the industrial development of the 
United States. We now carry this bur- 
den without even thinking of it as a bur- 
den. And, to the old-fashioned high-tar- 
iff Republicans, one of their problems is 
to cut off perfectly unobjectionable and 
unresented sources of revenue in order 
to give them a pretext for maintaining 
oppressive and obsolete exactions. 

And how comparatively fortunate we 
are! Think of Great Britain having to 
pay for the war in the Transvaal half as 
much as our whole National budget, and 
how much less able she is than we to 
afford it. She is increasing expenses with 
diminishing resources. We are, at worst, 
wasting our income. It is an illustration 
ot “ Triumphant Democracy.” 


TARIFF WAR WITH RUSSIA. 

The conviction is gaining ground that 
the action of S€cretary Gacs in declar- 
ing the purpose of the United States Gov- 
ernment again to exact countervailing 
duties on sugar imported from Russia 
was, at best, extremely ill advised. 
Granting that the law in the case is man- 
datory in requiring that such duties shall 
be imposed in cases where bounties are 
given by foreign Governments, directly 
or indirectly, it is not clear that such 
bounties are given to the Russian beet 
sugar producers. All that is done in this 
direction by the Government is to allow 
a rebate of certain excise taxes on ex- 
ported sugar, just as this Government 
allows a rebate of duties on imported 
materials when re-exported in manufac- 
tured form. No one considers a draw- 
back of this cl.aracter a bounty. Mr. 
Gace could have found much better 
justification for his freely expressed 
purpose to defer action until the 
whole subject could be officially in- 
vestigated by a commission, than for his 
premature decision to inaugurate a tar- 
iff conflict ‘with’ Russia, in which we 
have much to lose and nothing to gain. 
The American importation of Russian 
beet sugar has averaged about $75,000 
per year for the past five years, and in 
view of Mr. GaGe’s uncertainty as to his 
technical duty in the premises, he would 
have shown a higher official discretion 
in refusing to be crowded into overturn- 
ing our very satisfactory and promising 
trade relations with Russia, than he did 
in permitting himself to be dragooned 
into taking anh action warranting Rus- 
sia in putting us on the least favored 
nation basis—which she has done. 

The circumstances under which Mr. 
GaGe’s action was taken render it pecu- 
liarly irritating te the Russian Govern- 
ment. This is not his fault, perhaps, but 
the facts cannot have escaped his knowl- 
edge. For the past two years the Rus- 
sian Minister of Finance has been nego- 
tiating with the Washington authorities 
a treaty of reciprocity with every offi- 
cial assurance that he was not being 
trifled with. Under this treaty practi- 
cally all the concessions would have been 
on the part of Russia. The advantage 
would have been mutual, but on very few 
exportable products could Russia have 
secured an increased market in this 
country. Practically all that was asked 
in return for valuable trade concessions, 


which would have put our exporters ip ¢ 
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position of great advantage as compared 


‘with those of Great Britain and Ger- 


many, was the suspension of the counter- 
vailing duties on a quantity of Russian 
beet sugar so insignificant as to be of 
no consequence one way or the other. It 
was exactly this, however, which made 
the “sugar Senators” unwilling to per- 
mit the treaty to receive favorable con- 
sideration. The United States Commis- 
sioner asked and secured a temporary 
postponement of final action, probably 
having in mind the Presidential election, 
on the assurance which was given the 
Russian Minister of Finance that the 
treaty was acceptable and would certain- 
ly be ratified when the excitement of the 
canvass was over. These assurances 
were accepted in good faith. As evidence 
of their sincerity the objectionable coun- 
tervailing duties were suspended. Other 
delays followed, and the question of 
whether Russia paid a bounty on her su- 
gar exports was raised by those anxious 
to defeat the plan of reciprocity. Finally 
the Finance Minister seems to have lost 
his patience. Perhaps it dawned upon 
him that he was being trifled with, after 
all. On the 28th of January he notified 
our Government that if the Secretary of 
the Treasury insisted upon restoring the 
countervailing duty on Russian beet su- 
gar, the Russian Government would, ex- 
actly two weeks later, impose the maxi- 
mum duty on imports of American man- 
ufactures, and continue it in force as 
long as said sugar duty was collected by 
this country. This, in brief, is the his- 
tory of this unfortunate international 
episode. 

The net result is that we have lost, 
probably beyond recovery, the benefits 
conferred by the commercial treaty of 
1832, which has always been interpreted 
more liberally at St. Petersburg than at 
Washington. From a classification ad- 
mitting our manufactures under what 
are known in Russia as “ conventional,” 
or nominal, duties, our exports are ad- 
vanced to the highest rate. The average 
difference against us is about 50 per 
cent. The amount of business destroyed 
or imperiled by this unfortunate error of 
official judgment is probably about $20,- 
000,000 per annum. This was but the be- 
ginning of what promised to be a great 
and profitable export to Russia. Of the 
amount above estimated about half, or, 
say, ten millions, appear in the official 
statistics as direct exports to Russia. It 
is estimated that as much more finds its 
way to that country through Germany, 
where arrangements exist in the way of 
banking accommodations for carrying 
longer credits than our manufacturers 
find satisfactory. The Russians, though 
good customers, are habituated to very 
long credits, which suit the German busi- 
ness system better than they do ours. 
We usually insist upon payment for ex- 
ports of railroad materials, machinery, 
hardware, and the like on presentation of 
the bill of lading to a New York repre- 
sentative of the foreign buyer. The Ger- 
mans can make money by purchasing 
from us on these terms and selling again 
to Russia on a credit of a year, or even 
longer. They understand the Russian 
system better than we do, and are per- 
haps represented there by resident 
agents. If not, their bankers are. Our 
manufactures have been gaining ground 
in Russia in a very encouraging way, 
but we are not yet so well established as 
a distributer of diversified exports that 
we can afford to have so important a 
market closed to us for any reason, and 
least of all for so poor a reason as that 
which Mr. GAGE has yet given for his 
action. 


THE COLORED WORKERS. 

So much has been written lately of a 
denunciatory or despairing nature as to 
what it is “possible” or “impossible ”’ 
for the negroes of the South to do for 
themselves, that it is interesting to come 
across proofs of what they actually are 
doing. 

These are afforded, and of a practical 
character, by an extended report in The 
Montgomery Advertiser, of the tenth 
conference of negroes, held at Tuskee- 
gee, Ala. These conferences were organ- 
ized originally under the direction of the 
Faculty of Tuskeegee Institute “ to en- 
courage the buying of land, to get rid 
of the one-room cabin and the abuse of 
the mortgage system, to promote raising 
food supplies, building better school 
houses, lengthening the school term, get- 
ting better teachers and preachers, and 
improving the relations between the 
races.”’ The conference this year was at- 
tended by 2,500 farmers from twenty 
States and two Territories. The reports 
to the conference by the farmers who 
had been engaged in carrying out the 
principles of the conference in their own 
families fill some three columns of The 
Advertiser, and are extremely signifi- 
cant. They all tell the story of progress 
from extreme poverty to comparative 
prosperity by the straight and narrow 
path of industry, self-denial, thrift, and 
intelligent care. 

One of the persons reporting was Mrs. 
hounson, President of the Woman's 
Barnyard Auxiliary, Oakland, Texas. 
The members of the association had had 
to fight hard times and floods the past 
year, but they had on the whole gone 
ahead. They were especially contending 
against the mortgage system and seek- 
ing to improve methods of farming and 
to introduce co-operative buying at the 
stores, the chief aim of all being to buy 
homes and improve them. They number 
in all now 2,500 members, have bought 
50,000 acres of land, and own property 
to the total of $700,000. ‘‘ Let industry, 
sobriety, skill, and mutual helpfulness be 
the negro’s platform,” said Mrs, JoHN- 
son, “and he can exchange them for 
“whatever he wants.” It seems to us that 
a few facts like these are worth volumes 
of pessimistic generalizations such as 
those of Mr. WILLIAM HANNIBAL THOMAS. 


It is reported from Washington that 
Mr. BRran sent a pumber of telegrams 


to the Senators of the Democratic Party, 
urging them not to permit the passage of 
the amendments to the Army bill which 
related to the Philippines and to Cuba. 
He is now said to be indignant that his 
advice wag not followed and to attribute 
the conduct of the Senators to their in- 
terest in the River and Harbor bill. We 
have no means of knowing accurately 
the motives of the Democratic Senators. 
It is not impossible that they were in- 
duced to refrain from dilatory tactics 
against the Army bill by the threat that 
such tactics would kill the River and 
Harbor bill as well. On the other hand, it 
is not impossible that some of the Demo- 
cratic Senators may have thought it 
sound policy to let the Republicans take 
the responsibility for the Philippine and 
Cuban amendments—as it certainly was 
—without any reference whatever to the 
other bill. In any case, it must occur to 
Mr. BRYAN that his intervention in the 
matter has not strengthened his waning 
prestige. An editor who has the chance 
to tell his party once a week what to do 
may with some propriety omit dictation 
by personal telegrams in the interval. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——A deteriorated and demoralized De- 
partment of Street Cleaning prevents New 
York from getting all the benefit it should, 
as regards the condition of its pave- 
ments, from the recent banishment of 
thousands and thousands of horses from 
the city limits, but there is another 
good result of this equine exodus with 
which even Tammany cannot interfere. 
With the street car drawn by horses 
went the huge stables in which the horses 
passed their few hours of rest. At any 
rate, the stables have been put to other 
and less offensive uses, and the buildings 
no longer materially depreciate the value of 
the real estate in their neighborhood. And 
the automobile in its various forms is per- 
mitting the gradual rustication of a second 
army of horses, and their departure, too, 
has led to the turning into favored resi- 
dential streets several that hitherto were 
devoted in whole or in part te stables that 
were fertile breeders of stenches, flies, and 
disease. Commenting on this agreeable 
change, The Electrical World and Engineer 
says: ‘‘ The new electric automobile stables 
in West Forty-ninth Street, occupying a 
whole block, have relieved the region of the 
horse taint and odor and dust and have made 
it possible to put up handsome buildings on 
ground that once was hardly deemed fit 
for negroes. The same change can be seen 
working all over the same district, and as 
soon as the automobile has been brought up 
to the level of the trolley car in economy 
and efficiency, that portion of New York 
will not be recognizable. Further down 
town, where trucks and wagons are stored, 
the old insanitary conditions will prevail 
much longer, it is to be feared."' There is 
no reason, however, why the surface and 
elevated transportation lines should not be 
utilized to some extent, especially at night, 
for the moving of freight, and there is 
hope that in time even the truck horse and 
his habitation will become infrequent feat- 
ures of urban life. 

—-Those rather numerous people who 
have been devoting so much of their abun- 
dant leisure of late years to angry lamenta- 
tion over changes In business methods and 
conditions which have, they say, deprived 
young Americans of the opportunities en- 
joyed by their fathers, might profitably re- 
flect for a few moments upon the career of 
Mr. GEORGE W. PERKINS, who has just re- 
signed the Second Vice Presidency of the 
New York Life Insurance Company and ac- 
cepted, after urgent and repeated requests, 
a partnership in the great firms of which 
Mr. J. P. MORGAN is the head. Mr. PErR- 
KINS, who has not yet reached his fortieth 
vear, entered the service of the insurance 
company when a boy, and he had, besides 
his own industry and ability, nothing to 
push him ahead in it except the not very 
consequential fact that his father was-one 
of the company’s Western agents, but he 
demonstrated that he knew things and 
could do things, and his income steadily 
increased until it amounted to $35,000 or 
$40,000 a year. Then his skill as a financier 
attracted the attention of Mr. MORGAN, 
and the position left vacant by the death 
of Mr. C. H. Coster was offered to him. 
It was not accepted hastily or eagerly, but 
when it was accompanied—we give the fig- 
ures on good authority—by an assurance 
amounting to a guarantee that his annual 
income as a partner in the Morgan firms 
should not be less than $250,000, the change 
was made. This does not look as though 
opportunity, the chance of success in busi- 
ness life, had been entirely withdrawn 
from young men dependent on their own 
exertions and ability for advancement. The 
truth is, probably, that the practical re- 
wards within the reach of superior merit 
were never so great, or anywhere near so 
great, as they are to-day. Knowledge, es- 
pecially specialized knowledge, courage to 
assume responsibilities, and judgment in 
carrying them command high prices every- 
where, and the men possessing these quali- 
ties have as little time as inelination to 
mourn over Business developments that 
are, after all, only natural and inevitable 
business growth. 


—-Another American, also a compara- 
tively young man, who has not found mod- 
ern commercial conditions incompatible 
with the attainment of success, is Mr. C. 
M. ScHWwas, whose name is prominent 
wherever the present or future of the steel 
trade is under expert discussion. Mr. 
ScHWAB’S original capital was a genius for 
the iron business, and he has never had any 
trouble in finding opportunity for its exer- 
cise. Like geniuses of other sorts, how- 
ever, Mr. SCHWAB, when out-of his own 
domain, does not speak with authority, and 
sometimes, to be quite frank, seems to in- 
vite vehement disagreement with his opin- 
ions. For instance, we find one of our 
neighbors quoting him as saying: 

I do not believe in a colleg: education for a 
business man. To understand his business a man 
must start at the bottom of the ladder and work 
himself up. To do so he must commence when 
young, when he learns quickly and may ba led. 
A college man seldom rivets his whole attention 
on his work. He is in dreamland most of the 
time, gives his evenings to society, and tries to 
combine work with pleasure. He is not wrapped 
up in his work. 

These remarks betray a really astonishing 
confusion of mind—and of definition. There 
is, of course, no such thing as a “ college 
education.” Going to college is one means 
of getting education, but not all who go 
there get it, and many who do not go there 
get the same thing, or what amounts to the 
same thing, somewhere else. And the suc- 
cessful business man is not necessarily the 
slave of business, with no thought or time 
for other occupations or diversions, nor is 
failure to accumulate a colossal fortune an 
evidence of business incompetency. e 
regard business as an end in itself; others 
as a means to an end. If the end in mind 
does not require the expenditure of very 
much money, to make more than that 
amount is a proof, not of ability, but of 
stupidity, not of victory, but of defeat. 


— Again we are painfully impressed by 
the incongruity between the name and the 
sentiments of The Daily True American, a 
paper published in Trenton, N. J. It is 
vehemently opposed to the passage of the 
bill pow before the New Jersey Legis« 
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lature providing for the preservation of 
the Palisades in the only way they can 
be presorved, and jt shamelessly advocates 
a perpetuetion of the existing conditions, 
with the incidental transformation of those 
magnificent cliffs into money by way of 
paving stones. Just hear what this Daily 
True American says: 


New Jersey has had ahout enough of land 
treaties with New York ever since the latter 
State gobbled up Staten Island and took thou- 
sands of acres In Sussex County by straighten- 
mg the northern boundary. The bast thing that 
New Jersey can do is to hold on to what she owns 
and to develop the western shore of the Hud- 
son, Just as New York is doing with the eastern 
shore to her great profit. The Palisad2s are 
picturesque from the river side—but from the 
shore side that are just as much of an obstruction 
and a nuisance as was Bergen Hill, which has 
been bored with tunnels and gashed with rail- 
road cuts whenever it stood in the way of prog- 
ress. If New Jersey wants to feed New York’« 
domination of the Hudson, it cannot do it more 
effsctively than by putting the river front from 
Bull's Ferry to the State line in its hands. 


This is just about what was to be} 
expected of the paper that recently an- 
nounced its inability to see any advantages 
that resulted from the outcome of the civil | 
war. Slavery was, and still would be, good 
enough for The Daily True American of 
Trenton, N. J., and the suggestion that 
New Jersey should help to save one of its 
own natural beauties for the sake of the 
honor of the country as a whole strikes it 
as utterly absurd. 


—-Suit for $10,000 damages has been 
brought in Washington by Mr. GEORGE 
G. BARKER, a citizen of Maine, against Mr. 
SAMUEL BRONSON COOPER, a representative 
of Texas in the lower house of Congress. 
The origin of the suit is peculiar. One day 
in May last Messrs. BARKER and COOPER 
were fellow-passengers in a Pullman car. 
Mr, Cooper spat copiously and frequently 
in the aisle, and against this conduct Mr. 
BARKER protested, at first mildly and then 
with emphasis. Mr. Cooper continued to 
spit. Later they met in the smoking car 
of the train, and, after what is known 
as ‘words,’ Mr. CoopEeR punched Mr. 
BARKER in several carelessly selected por- 
tions of his—Mr. BARKER’s—person. At 
the first hearing of the case, Mr. Cooper's 
lawyer announced that on the day the 
trouble occurred his client had just risen 
from a sick bed, after an illness of great 
severity, and therefore he was not like- 
ly to attack anybody without strong prov- 
ocation. In the car, continued the orator, 
Mr. Cooper attended to his own business, 
while Mr. BARKER not only interfered with 
the proceedings of another, but in doing so 
he expressed himself freely and unkindly 
in regard to Southern people as a class, and 
to their personal habits and social customs. 
The trial is still on, and the outcome will 
be awaited with interest.

The latter are sure to resent 
any except official censure, and therefore 
provision should be made for censure of 
just that sort. 


THE PHILHARMONIC CRITICISED. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter in to-day’s paper regarding the 
Philharmonic Society again directs. atten- 
tion to the decay of that once time-honored 
institution, but the “‘sadly decreased at- 
tendance’’ is due, in my humble opinion, 
not to the programmes, which are as well 
arranged as those of other first-class or- 
chestral concerts, but to the fact that the 


playing of our orchestra cannot be men- 
tioned in the same breath with that of the 
Boston Symphony, and is decidedly inferior 
evén to that of the Pittsburg organization. 
It took a long time, but now the public 
recognizes that as is “‘ hyperion to a satyr”’ 
so is the Boston Symphony Orchestra when 
compared to the Philharmonic. 

Mr. Paur, in my judgment, has hardly a 
superior as ‘a concert conductor, but as you 
cannot make “silk purses out of sows’ 
ears’ neither can you make a good first 
violinist out of a performer who plays in 
tune only by accident. The tone of the 
Philharmonic’s first horn is generally 
“ woolly,’’ and the oboes, clarinets, and 
flutes are mostly played by old gentlemen, 
excellent in their day, which was about a 
quarter of a century ago. This season, ow- 
ing to more rehearsals, there has been a 
gain in precision, but until Mr. Arnold 
gives way to a Max Bendix or a Jan Koert, 
or Mr. Dutschke to a Xaver Reiter, and the 
Weiners and the Wehners to up-to-date 
wood-wind players, the work of the Phil- 
harmonic will be quite unworthy of a 
metropolitan band. 

In the interest, therefore, of our musical 
life, it is to be hoped that the attendance 
at next year’s concerts will ‘‘ grow small 
by degrees and beautifully less."" With 
steadily diminishing incomes, perhaps, some 
of the old gentlemen will resign their posi- 
tions. The Philharmonic Society must be 


reorganized.

MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


What the Players, Composers, 
Singers Are Doing. 

The Leipsic Philharmonic Orchestra has 
made a tremendous success ii Poughkeep- 
sie, and the New York critics have been 
soundly berated for not discovering its 
greatness. One of the Poughkeepsie papers 
Says: ‘‘Some of the critics of New York 
have already sprinkled cold water on the 
American tour of the Leipsic Philharmonic 


Orchestra and its director, Herr. Winder- 
stein. They have heard the orchestra in 
programmes of classical excellence, the in- 
terpretations of which are of absorbing 
moment to art, and, indeed, to humanity, 
but all the light one seems to get from 
the critics is that they discovered some 
trouble among the wind instruments, with 
now and then a suspicious something in 
the ta of the drum or the blare of the 
brass in general. Of course, one cannot 
deny the immortality of the observation of 
Angelo to one of his critics, to wit: ‘ Trifles 
make perfection, and perfection is no 
trifle.’ But in spite of this, one cannot 
long peruse the critics of music who hold 
the weapons of caprice, self-interest, and 
evident malice, none the less evident be- 
cause entwined with fine phrases about 
technique and the glories of art, without 
heartily wishing that they would write 
less about the detail over which the few 
worry themselves to death and more about 
the music which the many receive as a 
blessing over night, only to be turned to a 
distressing memory after reading the morn- 
ing papers.”’

THE ATTACK ON THE KAISER. 


His Majesty Was More Severely Hurt 
than at First Reported—His As- 
sailant Evidently Insane. 


BREMEN, March 7.—The examination of 
Dietrich Weiland, the man who yesterday 
threw a piece of iron weighing over a pound 
at Emperor William, proves that he was 
not responsible for his actions. 

He said he felt ill yesterday, and feared 
an epileptic attack. While he was waiting 
for the arrival of the Emperor, the sound 
of a fountain playing in a courtyard, min- 
gling with the voices of the crowd, caused 
him to imagine that he was sailing a ship, 
his former vocation having been that of 
ship’s Captain. Under this delusion his 
excitement increased, and he attempted to 
heave a lead and three pieces of iron. Then 
he lost consciousness. 


BERLIN, March 7.—Emperor William ar- 
rived here this morning. The Empress and 
Count von Biillow met him at the station. 
Whei. the Emperor reached the castle Prof, 
Bergmann visited him, and later the foi- 
lowing bulletin was issued: 

“The wound is in the right cheek, and 
about an inch and a half long. It passes 
over thé>zygoma and penetrates to the 
bone. It has the character of a contused 

| wound. There has been much bleeding, 
but the wound has been closed with 
bandaging, without sewing up. The Em- 
peror passed a fairly good night, is free 
from headache, and his general condition 


is good.

The Emperor has been obliged to forego 
his projected visit to Koenigsberg. 

Inquiries, congratulations, and condo- 
lences poured in throughout the day from 
the whole Diplomatic Corps, including the 
members of the United States Embassy, 
as well as from many thousands of Gere 
mans. 

‘The opinion prevails that the Emperor 
will suffer much pain, and probably some 
fever and inflammation, for the next few 
days. and that it will require at least a 
fortnight before the wound is healed. Prof. 
von Bergmann has ordered the rooms in 
which the Emperor is keeping to be dark- 
ened, because of the danger that the eye 
mav be affected. 

The Empress received a terrible nervous 
shock on learning of the attack, at mid- 


night. 

Phe North German Gazette, (official,) in 
describing the attack on the Emperor, says: 

‘““With hearts filled with gratitude we 
thank the merciful fate which guarded the 
precious life of the Emperor at a moment 
of danger. After the outrage the Emperor 
preserved extraordinary composure, and be- 
trayed no sign of the pain he must have 
experienced from such a blow. It was only 
when a little boy at the station exclaimed: 
‘Look, the Emperor is bleeding,’ that a 
member of his Majesty’s suite was directed 
to tie up the wound. e loss of blood was 
such that there were bloodstains even on 
his Majesty’s cloak. In the course of the 
journey the Emperor telegraphed to Count 
von Bulow informing him of the occur< 
rence, and adding: 

“*T feel a certain amount of pain, but 
otherwise I am well.’ ”’

to-day the news of the attack on Emperor

TRADE WITH SOUTH AMERICA. 


Texas Legislative Committee’s Plan to 
Build it Up. 

AUSTIN, Texas, March 7.—A legislative 
committee appointed to investigate the 
most practicable way of building up North 
American trade with South America 
through Texas to-day recommended that 
a donation be made by Texas of 1,000 acreg 
of land and $1,000,000 in money to erect an 
international trades college at some point 
along the gulf to instruct the youth of 
both North and South America in the mer- 
ecantile and manufacturing industries and 
trades of both sections. Federal aid and 
co-operation will be asked for the move- 
ment. It will be submitted through me- 
morials to Texas Congressmen, and legis- 
lative committees will present the scheme 
to the Trans-Mississippi Congress at its 
meeting in Cripple Creek in April and at 
the Pan-American Exposition at Buffalo.

NEW BISHOP OF LONDON. 


Dr. Ingram, Bishop of Stepney, to Suc 
ceed the Late Dr. Creighton. 


LONDON, March 8.—The Right Rev. A, 
F. W. Ingram has been appointed Bishop 
of London, in succession to the Right Rev, 
Mandell Creighton, who died on Jan. 14. 


The Right Rev. Dr. Arthur Foley Win- 
nington Ingram is Bishop of Stepney and 
Suffragan to the Bishop of London. He 
was born in 1858, and has held, among 
other posts, the chaplaincy to the Bishop 
of Lichfield and chaplaincy to the Arch- 
bishop of York. He was appointed Bishop 
of Stepney in 1897. 

The Bishopric of London is regarded as 
the most important of all the English 
Episcopal positions, next to the twa h- 
bishoprics. The appointment of Dr.

A CONCESSION 10 CHINA 


Powers Will Not Seize Offices of 
the Government Boards. 


Principle on Which Private Indemnity 
Claims Will Be Adjudged Settied— 
Boxer Movement Reviving. 


PEKING, March 7.—The Ministers of the 
Powers have resolved to modify the lega- 
tion plan so as to follow the offices of the 
five Government boards to remain in the 
cccupation of the Chinese. 

The Ministers’ committee has completed 
its report, and the general principle to be 
adopted in the case of private indemnities 
is based upon laws in harmony with the 
Roman and English systems. 

The decision was not reached without 
considerable discussion, some believing that 
the claims of men of good reputation should 
be paid in full without further considera- 
tion, On the other hand, a case was men- 
tioned where a man of high repute claims 
$10,000 each for his own, his wife’s, and 
his daughter’s nerves, and $20,000 for prop- 
erty destroyed, whereas it is known that 
the latter estimate is more than thrice the 
value of everything lost. 

The negotiations, Mr. Rockhill says, are 
going on well, and he sees no reason why 
they should not be completed in 
months, with the exception of the com- 
mercial treaties, which will probably take 
@ long time. 

Gen. Chaffee replied to the copy of Gen. 
Yin-Tchang’s letter sent to him by Count 
von Waldersee that he had given instruc- 
tions to the American troops when any de- 
tachments were sent against robbers and 
Boxers, to obtain to the fullest extent pos- 
Sible the assistance of Chinese officials in 
making arrests and punishing the guilty. 

Regarding indemnity for losses sustained 
by missionaries and native Christians, Gen. 
Chaffee pointed out that his sentiments 
were well known to the American mission- 
aries, that he was opposed to extortion in 
every form, and that he favored strict jus- 


tice in every case; therefore, he would 
agree quickly to his Excellency’s proposi- 
tion that the indemnities Sir Robert Hart 
had mentioned should be settled by tne 
diplomats, 


LONDON, March 8.—The Peking corre- 
spondent of The Morning Post, wiring yes- 
terday, says the foreign commanders have 
refused a request from the Chinese au- 
thorities for permission to send 3,000 Chi- 
nese troops to Peking. 

The Morning Post the 
dated March 5, from Pao-ting-Foo: 

“Gen. Kettler has received insolent let- 
ters from Si-Liang, Governor of Shan-Si, 
insisting that the foreign troops must re- 
main in the Province of Pe-chi-Li.

NOT TO HOLD MANCHURIA. 


Verbal Assurances Given by Russian 
Foreign Minister to British Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg. 


LONDON, March 8.—The Government has 
published a dispatch from the British Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg, the Right Hon. 
Sir Charles Stewart Scott, relating to the 
assurance given on Feb. 6 by the Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Count Lams- 
dorf, concerning Manchuria. It appears 
that the Russian Minister consented on 
Feb. 27 to the publication of the dispatch 
as accurately representing Russia's atti- 
tude in the proceedings in Manchuria, Sir 
Charles says in part:

“Some details of the proposed modus 
vivendi were sent for consideration to St. 
Petersburg, but no convention or arta ae 
ment with the central Government of China 
or of a permanent character, had been 
concluded with regard to Manchuria, nor 
had the Emperor any intention of depart- 
ing in any way from the assurances he had 
publicly given that Manchuria would be 
entirely restored to its former condition in 
the Chinese Empire so soon as circum- 
stances admitted. 

“Russia was in the same position with 
regard to fixing the final date for evacuat- 
ing Manchuria as the allies found them- 
selves in with regard to the evacuation of 
Peking and the Province of Pe-chi-Li. 
When it came to final and complete evacu- 
ation of Manchuria, Russia would be 
obliged to obtain from the central Govern- 
ment of China an effective guarantee 

ainst the recurrence of the recent at- 

k upon her frontier and the destruction 
ef her railway, but she had no intention of 
seeking this guarantee in any acquisition 
of territory or an actual or virtual protec- 
torate of Manchuria, her object being sim- 
ply to guarantee the faithful observance in 
the future by China of the terms of the 
agreement, which she had been unable to 
fulfill during the disturbances.”’

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THE UNITED STATES LAWS. |NECOTIATING WITH BOTHA| WHAT Is DOING IN sociETy. | 


Importance of the Work of Revision Or- 
dered by Congress—Suggestions 
of Lawyers Invited. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.-—-One of the last 
acts of the Fifty-sixth Congress was to 
make provision for a revision of all laws 
of the United States of a permanent and 
general nature. 'This was done by a rider 
to the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill en- 
larging the duties of an existing commis- 
sion which was originally constituted to 
codify the criminal laws, and was subse- 
quently instructed to revise the laws relat- 
ing to the jurisdiction and practice of Unit- 
ed States courts. The present members of 
the commission are Alexander C. Botkin 
of Montana, David K. Watson of Ohio, and 
William D. Bynum of Indiana. 

The general revision which is now pro- 
jected has become a work of imperative im- 
portance. The Revised Stautes now in use 
were the product of two successive com- 
missions, whose labors covered a period of 
seven years. They embrace the laws in 
force on the first Monday of December, 


1873, and were passed as a single act of 
Congress in June, 1874. In 1878 a second 
edition was published under the notably 
capable editorship of George 8. Boutwell 
This volume, however, was not formally 
enacted. 

The revision contains some amusing sur- 
vivals. For example, in Section 1,628 it is 
found that every citjzen, upon his enroll- 
ment in the militia, shall be provided with 
“two spare flints,” ‘‘a shot pouch ana 
powder horn,” &c. 

Since the revision of 1874 fourteen Con- 
gresses have contributed their several grists 
of laws, and these are to be found in about 
thirty separate volumes of statutes at 
large. This condition is only measurably 
relieved by the publication of supplements 
to the Revised Statutes embracing only 
general laws, as not one lawyer in a hun- 
dred has these works at hand. The conse- 
quence is that it is a matter of great dif- 
ficulty for an expert practitioner, while to 
a layman it is practically impossible, to dis- 
cover what the existing law is on any given 
subject. Then the specimen given in the 
foregoing by no means adequately repre- 
sents the mass of obsolete, redundant, and 
conflicting provisions that have a place on 
the statute books. The convenience that 
will be subserved by reducing the laws to a 
consistent and symmetrical form is not the 
only consideration in support of that work. 
It will save to the United States annually 
a sum of money which it would be difficult 
to estimate, but which certainly cannot_be 
expressed in less than six ures. One 
illustration of this will, suffice: In the early 
history of the Government the facilities for 
transportation were necessarily primitive 
and meagre. Thus when a soldier was mus- 
tered oft of the service he was supposed 
to walk back to his place of enlistment, and 
it was estimated that he would travel at 
the rate of twenty miles a day. On this 
basis, one day's pay was allowed him for 
every twenty miles traveled. In the case 
ot officers this amounts to a very con- 
siderable sum, and a Captain, for example, 
upon his muster-out receives about $5 for 
travel that costs him less than $1. The 
aggregate of expenditure that resulted from 
this utterly illogical and improvident basis 
of compensation, upon the close of the late 
Spanish war, for example, must have at- 
tained immense proportions. 

The commission charged with the duty 
of making this revision has prepared a 
codification of the criminal and penal laws 
or the United States which will probably 
be submitted to the next Congress. In this 
it will seek to supply and correct the many 
omissions and infirmities in the existing 
criminal code. As has been stated, it is 
also charged with the duty of reconstruct- 
ing the organization, jurisdiction, and prac- 
tice of the courts of the Unted States, and 
in the performance of this duty some 
changes of a more or less radical character 
will be submitted for the action of Con- 
gress. 

The commision is engaged in an extended 
correspondence with bar associations, in- 
dividual members of the profession, and 
Judges with a view to procuring suggestions 
for their guidance in this exceedingly im- 
portant work.

Both 
the old and the new have done their part 
well in the eee of our marvelous Re- 
public, and in her incomparable industrial 
prosperity. 

“Phe South shirks no duty devolving 
upon her by the arbitrament of arms. Stlre 
boldly proclaims the imperative duty rest- 
ing upon her to educate and uplift her ne- 
gro population, and has made more gener- 
ous appropriations therefor, considering 
her wealth, than any of the Northern or 
Western Commonwealths. The Nation to- 
day turns with confidence to the South for 
that conservatism which preserves the use- 
ful things in human experiences as well as 
for that radicalism which is the lusty son 
of law and order, who with a virile hand 
strangles anarchy and corruption.

Balfour Admits Communications

Belief in Pretoria that Other Boer Lead- 
ers May Surrender—Steyn and De 
Wet Said to Have Separated. 


LONDON, March 8.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday, in reply to a question 
by the Liberal leader, Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, the Right Hon. A, J. Bal- 
four, Government leader, said there had 
been communications between Lord Kitch- 
ener and Gen, Botha, but the Government 
Was not in a position at present to make 
a statement on the subject. 

Whatever negotiations are proceeding in 
Pretoria—Mr, Kriiger declares that they 
can only be for an armistice—the Govern- 
mént has evidently no idea of slackening 
reinforcements. The War Office issued a 
detailed statement last evening of trans- 
ports that are to sail for South Africa 
within the coming week with 12,000 troops. 

According to The Daily Mail's dispatches, 
Gen, De Wet and Mr. Steyn have separat- 
ed, the former being at Petrusberg, west 
of Bloemfontein, and the latter at Smith- 
field.

LONDON, March 8.—The War Office has 
received the following dispatch from Lord 
Kitchener, dated Pretoria, March 6: 
“Lichtenberg being attacked by De la 
Rey’s forces. Fighting continued all day 
long. ‘The garrison consists of 200 Yeo- 


manry and 800 Northumberland Fusiliers, 
with two guns. Major Fletcher and Lieut. 
Hull are reported killed. I am sending re- 
inforcements.”’ 

The casualty list reveals the fact that 
the two officers were killed at Lichten- 
berg on March 3. Lord Kitchener's tele- 
gram, ‘‘Am sending reinforcements,’’ was 
dated March 6. Evidently, therefore, the 
fighting continued for some days, and 
further advices are awaited with anxiety. 


ANXIETY FOR CANADIANS. 


The Numidian, with Strathcona’s Horse 
on Board, Several Days Overdue.

MONTREAL, March 7.—The Allan. liner 
Numidian, with the returning troopers of 
Strathcona’s Horse on board, bound for 
Halifax, is now several days overdue, and

There had been 
either fog or snow steadily, and it was 
thought that the ship had not ventured to 
approach the port. 

This, or a breakdown in the ship’s ma- 
chinery, would account for the delay. 


Roberts Defends the British Troops. 


LONDON, March 7.—Earl Roberts, pre- 
siding to-day at a meeting of the Army 
Temperance Society, contrasted the moder- 
ation of the British soldiers in South Africa 
with previews campaigns. He said it was 
true that the men had not had many oppor- 
tunities to drink, but at Bloemfontein, Jo- 
hannesburg, and Pretoria, where they did 
have such opportunity, they were remark- 
ably well behaved, and he had never héard 
a single complaint of a soldier being rude 
or improperly behaved toward Boer women. 
The women and their children fearlessly 
went upon the streets, and the children con- 
stantly played and talked with the British 
goldiers. 


Plague at Cape Town Causes Anxiety. 
LONDON, March 8.—The progress of the 
bubonic plague causes deep anxiety and 
apprehension in Cape Town. The Cape 


Government has decided to remove the 
people from one-third of the city area and 
to cleanse it. every precaution will be 
taken should the disease spread to the 
troops.

BOSTON, Mass., March 7.—Harry Gray 
Pixby died at noon to-day at the Perkins 
Hospital at Newton, having been ill with 
pneumonia about ten days.

England. In Nashua, N. where he 
made his home until a few years ago, he 
was regarded as one of the wealthiest men 
of the city.

His wife, at one time a well-known 
Society woman, died suddenly at the Adams 
House about a year ago. 

Charles King. 

Charles King, lately Alaskan agent of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, 
with headquarters at Tacoma, Wash., died 
in that city on Jan. 9. He leaves a wife, 
who is the daughter of the late John Hone 
and Jane Pérry, and one son and one 
daughter. Mr. King was born at Eliza- 
bethtown, N, J., in 1854, and was graduated 
from the Columbia College School of Mines 
in the class of 1876 as a civil and mining 
engineer, and went to Tacoma about four- 
teen years ago. He was a son of the late 
Brevet Lieut. Col. Cornelius Low King, 
grandson of the late Charles_King, who 
was President of Columbia College, and 
a great-grandson of Rufus King, who was 
a member of -the first Continental Con- 
gress, the first Senator from New York, 
Minister Plenipotentiary to Great Britain 
under President Washington, and also one 
of the signers of the Constitution.

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MAGISTRATE CORNELL 
CONDEMNS POLICEMEN 


Orders a Complaint Against Offi- 
cers Who Arrested a Janitor. 


Calls Them a Disgrace to the Force and 
Says They Were Intoxicated 
in Court. 


Two policemen arraigned a prisoner in 
the West Side Court yesterday afternoon, 
and, after the evidence was heard, they 
were painfully surprised by the action of 
Magistrate Cornell. The Magistrate dis- 


" charged the prisoner in double quick time, 


extending his congratulations in doing so, 
referred to the policemen as a disgrace to 
the force, and directed the Sergeant of the 
court squad to report to Commissioner 
Murphy full details of their conduct. 

The prisoner was Harry Duthill, janitor 
of the flat house at 14-16 West Sixty-fifth 
Street. He is an ex-prize fighter, and has 
big shoulders and brawny arms. The 
policemen who arraigned him were John J. 
Doolady and Ernest J. Doyle of Capt. Eng- 
land’s command in Central Park. The of- 
ficers had badly damaged faces, and each 
had a cut about his left eye. 

Doolady told the Magistrate that he 
Went to 14 West Sixty-fifth Street to see 
a friend, when he met Duthil! in the hall, 
and. that the latter had, without warning 
or provocation, hit him in the face with 
some hard instrument, presumably a 
“black jack.’’ Doyle, after being sworn, 
said: 

“I was invited by Officer Doolady to go 
and see a friend of his. I thought every- 
thing was al) right, so I went. I was walk- 
ing down the steps coming out when this 
Man struck me without any provocation 
whatever. 

Then Duthill told his story. ‘I found 
one ot these men trying the doors on the 
first floor of No. 14,’ he said. *'1 ordered 
him away, and he leit the hall, but soon 
returned with two others. I was called by 
a@ woman, who vaid the men were trying 
to break in her doors. I told the men io 
get out, and one ot them struck me in the 

. lace and on the shoulder. 

“It was a dark hall, and I do not know 
just what happened excepi that they were 
‘full’ and tried to do me up. I gueés [ 
gave it to them pretty hard. I know 1 
roiled down the stairs with one man, and 
some one ran in irom the street and hit 
one of the men in the face with a poie. 
When the officer came the two policemen 
Were arrested, as I thought, but when we 
got to the station house it was I who was 
arrested.”

THINK PATIENT WAS KILLED. 


Friends Trying to Ascertain Where 


Wadman Received His Injuries. 

The relatives and friends of Herbert C. 
Wadman, who died March 5 at the Man- 
hattan State Hospital for the Insane, are 
making a thorough investigation at Belle- 
vue and elsewhere as to the cause of his 
death. ‘They openly declare their belief that 
he was the victim of an assault. 

Wadman was removed to Bellevue Hos- 
pital from the Virginia Hotel, Fifty-ninth 
Street and Broadway, in a patrol wagon 
on Feb. 23 last. On March 2 he was ad- 
judged insane by Drs. Fitch and Wildman 
and was transferred to the Manhattan State 
Hospital. The body was taken from the 
Morgue to 1,854 Park Avenue yesterday 
afternoon. 

In the certificate received from the hos- 
pital the cause of death was given as neph- 
ritis. The arms and the upper portion of 
the chest were covered with bruises and the 
eyes were blackened, the relatives say, and 
they are trying to aseertain whether Wad- 
man received his injuries at Bellevue or at 
the Manhattan State Hospital.

Was not necessary, as he had already inves- 
tigated the case. He said there had been 
violence, but it was on the part of the pa- 
tient.

Superintendent Stewart of Bellevue said 
that Wadman, while in Bellevue, wanted 
to kill some one. He attacked an attend- 
ant, Lindsley, with such violence that the 
attendant was laid up for several days, 

Dr. Stewart said he had a report made 
of the case of Wadman. The report did 
not show how he got his. bruises. Dr. 
Stewart thought that the bruises might 
have been caused by the wristlets when 
he was restrained after becoming violent. 
As to his black eyes, Dr. Stewart thought 
they might have been caused by an at- 
tendant throwing his arms about the man 
to restrain him. 

The report received by Dr. Stewart 
showed that Dr. Barclay was in charge of 
Bellevue and that Dr. Wright of the Man- 
hattan State Hospital was present. Dr. 
Wright noted the bruises, and did not re- 
fuse to take the patient.

New Jersey Highwaymen Attempt to 
Rob and Drown a Man. 
wEWARK, N. J., March 7.—The police 
are investigating an alleged attempt at 
highway robbery, ending with the throw- 
ing of the victim into the Passaic River. 
Albert Lockbower of Lake Hopatcong, Mor- 
ris County, the victim, was rescued, half 
frozen and half drowned, from the Passaic 

just before daybreak. 

Harry Moss, night watchman on the pro- 
peller Pauline, tied near the electric light 
company’s dock, heard cries out in the 
middle of the stream. Moss dressed and 
ran to the lower deck. He called, and a 
man in a small boat replied that he had 
picked’ up a man in the water. With his 
aid the watchman lifted the rescued man 
to the dock. The man in the rowboat told 
Moss he had found the victim in the river, 
near the Centre Street bridge. He had, he 
said, been alarmed by hearing cries from 
the river. 

The rescued man was advised by Moss 
to get a hot drink. He started, but seemed 
confused. Five minutes later & watchman 
at Sayre & Co.'s lumber yards told Moss 
that the man was in the firm's stable, and 
was freezing to death. The two watchmen 
then went back, aroused the man, and hur- 
ried him to the saloon of William Allen, at 
Cherry and River Streets. 

Mrs. Allen immediately administered 
whisky to the man. He revived, and said 
he had been drinking last night, and, while 
passing along River Street about 4 o'clock 
this morning, was waylaid by two men. 
who attempted to steal his watch and 
money. He struggled, and the men pushed 
him into the river. Mrs. Allen notified the 
police.

Insane Robber Wanted People to Know

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 7.—It 
became Known to-day that Oliver Curtis 
Perry, the insane train robber, although 
blind, ferociously assaulted a fellow-patient 
in the Matteawan Asylum several days 
ago.

He 
used his teeth and nails to excellent ad- 
vantage, scratching and biting with vigor, 
but the attendants saved the German from 
serious injury.

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NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE 


Resolution in Connection with the 
Proposed Palisades Park. 


Senate to be Informed as to the Ripa- 
rian Rights Involved—New Con- 


gressional Districts. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 7.—The Senate 
this morning passed a resolution introduced 
by Mr. Reed requesting the State Riparian 
Commission to-+inform the Senate as to 
the riparian rights, for commercial uses, 
that would be lost if the Legislature should 
pass the Senate bill giving the Palisades 
Commission power to acquire the water 
front along the Hudson River, for the 
preservation of the Palisades and _ the 
establishment of a State park. 

The Senate also passed the Senate bill 
providing that police promotions in cities of 
22,000 population or more shall be limited 
to members of the department who have 
served for three years or more. 

A brief session was held in the after- 
noon, and then the Senate adjourned for 
the week. During the noon recess the 
Republican Senators had a conference, and 
agreed upon the bill fixing the new Con- 
gressional districts, as outlined in last 
night's dispatches. 

Senator Reed introduced a bill to carry 
out the plans decided upon. Under the 
new district system, each of the eight 
Congressmen is in a separate district, with 
the exception of Congressman Fowler, Re- 
publican, and Congressman Salmon, Dem- 
ocrat, who are both in one district, which 
is strongly Republican. Congressman Par- 
ker is put in the Seventh District and Con- 
gressman McDermott in the Ninth. 

The Senate Committee on Corporations 
will give a hearing this afternoon on Sen- 
ator Hudspeth’s bill to permit the Lehigh 
Valley Company to abandon the Morris 
and Essex Canal and to sell the waterway 
tor railroad or other purposes. 

The House, after a brief address by Mr. 
Foote, passed without opposition the bill 
giving juries in capital cases the privilege 
of making a recommendation which would 
exempt the guilty persons from the death 
penalty. 

The House also passed Bill 
Jersey City authority to build 
piers on its Hackensack front; Bill 235, fix- 
ing a minimum withdrawal value of build- 
ing and loan shares of stock, and Senate 
Bill 41, permitting Union County to build 
a new Court House. 

In the afternoon the House cleared up 
its calendar by the passage of a number 
of bills, and then adjourned for the week. 
Among the bills passed were these: The 
Senate bill making 200,000 the maximum 
population for second-class counties, and 
the Senate bill making 150,000 the maxi- 
mum population for second-class cities. 
These bills were passed for the purpose of 
continuing Paterson as a second-class city 
and Pasgaic as a_ second-class county. 
They had both been elevated to the first 
class by the recent Federal census. 

Another bill passed was the House bill 
making it compulsory to have. fire drills 
in public schools with fifty or more pupils. 

Mr. Lewis introduced a bill prohibiting 
any institution which claims to give in- 
struction In human anatomy from grad- 
uating pupils under two years. The bill is 
aimed at a Trenton institution which has a 
course of ten months, 


BUNKOED OUT OF A POODLE. 


Mr. Robillard Met a Plausible Stranger 
and Now Mourns the Loss of 
a Valuable Dog. 


Ovide Robillard, a French lawyer, with 
offices at 25 Pine Street, who is something

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THE LYNCH’S ROUGH PASSAGE. 


Fifty-eight Days in Making Trip from a 
Haitian Port to This City. 


Fifty-eight days from St. Marc, Haiti, to 
New York, the record of the British 
barkentine Eva Lynch. Capt. 8. J. Hatfield, 
skipper of the vessel, reported to his con- 
signees, J. W. Elwell & Co., 21 State Street, 
a most eventful trip yesterday. 

During her voyage of nearly two months’ 
duration the Lynch ran into, or else tried 
to run out of, almost every conceivable 
kind of a gale, hurricane, and storm known 
to mariners. The deck load, which con- 
sisted of logwood, was washed overboard, 
the cabins flooded, while the hatches, com- 
panionway, and nearly all the railings were 


either carried away or damaged beyond re- 
pete at one time or another on the voyage. 

‘inally the water casks were wrecked and 
all the drinking water lost. For three days 
the crew had toc go without water, and 
death from thirst seemed imminent, when 
the skipper thought of a way in which to 
rig up a condenser. 

After the water famine came one of food, 
but fortunately it was of short duration. 
the schooner Cameo, which was sighted 
about the time, furnishing Capt. Hatfield 
with a half barrel of flour and six pieces 
of beef.

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SHOOT ON ROOF STOPPED 


Sportsmen’s Show Trap Events 
Moved to Inter-State Park. 


NOTED PISTOL SHOTS HERE 


Buffalo Bull’s Temper Caused Rear- 
rangement in Madison Square 
Garden Game Park. 


The most interesting of the shooting com- 
petitions being held in connection with the 
Sportsmen's Show at Madison Square Gar- 
den, the trap events at clay birds, con- 
ducted on the roof shooting ground, came to 
an abrupt end yesterday, much to the regret 
of the growing number of visitors who 
found the lively scenes attendant upon the 
breaking of flying clay targets one of the 
strongest attractions of the show. The 
wing shots, many of whom are attending 
the exhibition chiefly because of the trap 
shooting, regretted the sudden ending of 
their sport even more than did the gen- 
eral public, though they will be consoled in 
@ measure by a continuation of the shoot- 
ing at Inter-State Park. The announcement 
that the roof shoots would be stopped after 
the contest yesterday morning was made 
while about the most expert of the shooters 
Were busily engaged shattering targets. 

A rumor was started that neighboring 
property owners had threatened an in- 
junction, but the managers of the Sports- 
men’s Show denied that the opposition to 
the roof shooting had gone that far. There 
had been complaint by some of the people 
living near Madison Square Garden against 
the shooting, and that protest was suffi- 
cient to cause the oficers of the show to 
act. Capt. J. H. Dressell, of the Sports- 
men’s Association, and Inter-State Shoot- 
ing Association, said that the managers 

of the show had no desire to antagonize 
any one, and had determined to move the 
place of contest for the trap events as soon 
as they learned that there was serious op- 
position. Capt. Dressell was positive that 
there could be no danger to people in the 


neighborhood from the shot, and he was 
equally satisfied that the reports of the 
guns could hardly be heard above the 
usual noises of the street, but he did not 
think the matter was worth contesting in 
the courts, especially as the cuooting could 
be transferied without trouble to the coun- 
try shooting grounds at Queens, L. l. 
tne last day ot the roof snooting. which 
was for the trophy for the best. continuous 
score, had among the compefitors three of 
the leaders in the event, Gilbert, Parmelee, 
and Heikes, with a number of other expert 
gunners to oppose them, but, though the 
conditions were vastly more favorable for 
good scores than on the two days before, 
no unusual strings of breaks were made. 
Fox, who has been well forward through 
the week, led for the day, with a run ot 
forty-one, while Gilbert was second with 
forty. The gunners accepted the change in 
thé arrangements for the trap tournaments 
without pronounced objection. For the re- 
mainder of the term of the Sportsmen's 
Show they will do their shooting at Inter- 
State Park. There they will have the ad- 
vanta of being able to indulge in live 
bird thoots, too, though the contests for 
the association prizes will be at targets. 

The pistol and revolver shooting events 
took on added interest yesterday through 
the arrival of a number of noted experts 
on the pistol and revolver ranges, who will 
take part in the tournaments now going 
on. Among the new-comers were John B. 
Crabtree of Boston, “revolver of the 
United States in outdoor revolver shooting; 
Dr. R. H. Sayre, Dr. W. A. Smith, and Z. 
Talbot. One other Seiten of shooting 
that has proved attractive to visitors to the 
show is the display made by the National 
Rifle Association. on the platform at the 
southeastern corner of the hall, where are 
exhibited many famous rifle- shooting tro- 
phies. 

In the game park a change that caused 
patrons of the show to remark was the 
separation of the two American bison, 
the huge§ buffalo bull now being left to 
sulk in litude. This is due to the fact 
that some time Wednesday night he had 
a fit of temper, which caused him to push 
his mate through the fence. He was re- 
strained by attendants before he could 
escape himself, but the cow went on 
through the fence, and wandered into the 
restaurant, where a score of men worked 
about an hour to secure her again. For 
to-day the managers announce that a 
fly casting exhibition will be held, and 
that the Maine and Adirondack guides 
will engage in a log- rolling contest.

The petition for this improvement was 
first denied by the local Board of Lmprove- 
ments. Written notices were sent to all 
property owners interested that the peti- 
had been denied, They did not .know 
of the existence of a second petition, and 
charged that this was rushed through with- 
out a chance to protest being given to the 
property owners. President Coogan when 
questioned yesterday said: 

The matter came up first before the 
local board, and was defeated on a tie 
vote, Notices were sent to the property 
owners to that effect."’ 

“Were written notices sent to the prop- 
erty owners of all public’ hearings on the 
first petition?” 

Yes, they received notice in writing.” 

Were written notices sent to the own- 
ers on the second petition? ”’ 

‘No, but the hearing was advertised in 
The City Reeord.’ 

‘Will vou give an explanation as to why 
notices were sent out for the hearing on 
the first petition, which was denied, and 
no notices were sent on the second petition 
for the same improvement which was 
rushed through?” 

* The notice required by the charter was 
printed in The City Record about the hear- 
ing at which the application for the opening 
ot the new street was passed. That is a 
I will say.” 

‘The claim has been made that the ac- 
tion was illegal on the ground that you are 
not legally President of the Borough of 
Manhattan?”

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Money market tendencies caused no 
apprehension on the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday. The advanced rate of Wednes- 
day was not maintained, the bulk of 
the day’s call business being at a maxi- 
mum of 2% per cent. Because of details 
in financing two or three important con- 
solidation projects, it may be that to- 
morrow’s bank statement will include 
big figures affecting some of the items 
exceptionally. But conservative bankers 
still persist in agreeing that anything 
like stringency is out of the question for 
a considerable time to come. And oper- 
ators who believe in the quality of the 
stock market take the view that values 
cannot be readily impaired while easy 
money continues, 


It is plain that many far-reaching cor- 
poration combinations are nearing com- 
pletion—as suggested by President Gould 
of the Missouri Pacific—and some of 
them have not been so far even hinted 
at in Wall Street. Plans formulated by 
President Cassatt and his associates of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad are likely to 
have important place in the develop- 
ments approaching. 


One of the noticeable features of the 
present market is the fact that when- 
ever the. market becomes active almost 
invariably rising prices follow, whereas, 
when dullness shows, prices do not sag 
off, as*heretofore has been the case, but 
hold relatively steady. This bankers de- 
clare to be due to the fact that there 
are few stocks pressing for sale, and 
that because ef Yrecent syndicate and 
banking buying the floating supply of 
securities has been materially dimin- 
ished. 


One of the features of the market was 
Tennessee Coal and Iron, which after an 
early decline advanced sharply nearly 7 
points from the low figure.

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- CROWDING ON THE 


ELEVATED RAILROAD 


Chamber of Commerce Committee 
to Investigate. 








Congestion at City Hall Station and 
Brooklyn Bridge Entrance De- 
scribed by President Orr. 





The Chamber of Commerce is to take up 
the crowding of trains on the elevated rail- 


lroad, especially as it relates to congestion 


of traffic at the City Hall terminus of the 
Third Avenue line, and it will also take 
up an Investigation relating to the con- 
gestion of traffic at the New York end of 
the Brooklyn Bridge during the rush hours 
of the evening. 

President Orr brought the subject before 
the Chamber at its regular meeting yester- 
day, and, during the course of an address 
on the subject, said that a committee ap- 
pointed by the Chamber would have the 
support of the elevated railroad people, 
who told him that they would relieve the 
conditions at the Third Avenue terminus 


if they had the power. 

As a result of Mr. Orr's remarks, a com- 
‘mittee of three, consisting of ex-Mayor 
‘Hewitt, ex-Mayor Schieren, and John Claf- 
lin, who have power to increase the com- 
mittee, was appointed. It has the right 
to engage expert assistants and engineers, 
sand will report to the Chamber at a subse- 
quent meeting. 

The address of Mr. 
was received with much enthusiasm. 
Orr said: 

‘A few days ago, in the afternoon, being 
up town, I boarded a Third Avenue elevat- 
ed train going south to the City Hall sta- 
tion, and urrived there about 5:30 o'clock. 
The train was well filled with passengers, 
and I was in the rear car but one. When 
j reached the station I had very great dif- 
ficulty in leaving the car, for there was a 
dense crowd on the platform who showed 
scant courtesy to the people leaving, al- 
though many of them were women. As I 
stepped from the car I was violently forced 
over to the other side of the platform 
(the west side) and driven against the iron 
railing. The pressure was so great that 
I could feel the railing spring outward, and 
had it given way as I, and many others 
in the sume predicament, feared it would, a 
sarge number would have been thrown upon 
the west track and spilled over into the 
street. 

‘*In this uncomfortabie (indeed, I should 
say painful) position | was detained for 
severai minutes, it being impossible for me 
to move toward the entrance until a second 
train arrived, which, fortunately, had few 
people on board, and into which the crowd 
rushed and somewhat relieved the pressure, 
i looked in vain for some one in authority; 
the uniy semblance of it was a man dressed 
in the uniform of the company, who was 
standing on the railing of one of the cars, 
gesticulating violently to a perfect pande- 
inonium of souna and roughness; but what 
he was saying I cannot tell. In my opin- 
ion, a terrible accident must happen sooner 
or later at this platform if some change 
in existing conditions is not promptly made. 

“When [ reached the bridge platform, on 
my way to Brooklyn, there was the same 
congestion, and, although there were many 
olicemen on duty, and they were doing all 
in their power to preserve some semblance 
of order, and give protection and aid to the 
Women and young girls who were in large 
numbers, a shameful condition of rough- 
ness and rudeness prevailed. The whole 
scene at both platforms, and at the start- 
ing point of the surface cars below, was a 
disgrace to the city which tolerates it and 
a shame and a scandal to’ the respective 
railroad companies in interest. 

“The next morning I called upon the 
President of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
evstem, Mr. Rossiter, and upon the Vice 
President .of, the elevated railroad, Mr. 
Skitt, (Mr. George Gould, the President, 
heing absent,) and protested, in the name 
of humanity and common decency, against 
the conditions I had witnessed. To my 
surprise, they admitted all that I stated to 
be true, and even went so far as to say 
that I was very far short of the truth; that 
they dreaded accident, that the existing 
conditions at these points were a shame 
and disgrace both to the city and the rail- 
roads, and that they would willingly pro- 
vide a remedy if they were given the neces- 
fary power. 

I answered that I would take them at 
their word,, that the Chamber of Com- 
merce had already been instrumental in 
solving the problem of real rapid transit for

New York, and that I had little doubt a 
committee of its appointment could sug- 
gest a remedy ‘that would meet existing 
needs. Both gentlemen expressed very 


great approval of my suggestion, and stated 
that if such eommittee should require the 
services of engineering experts they would 
pledge their companies to pay any reason- 
able expense.”’ 


BROOKLYN DROVE HIM TO DRINK. 


Prisoner’s Peculiar Excuse Accepted by 
Magistrate Pool. 


Henry Zimmerman was arrested at 
Broadway and Twenty-fifth Street on 
Tuesday evening for being intoxicated. 


When interrupted by the policeman he was 
endeavoring to climb up the side of an 
office building in order, as he explained, 
to pluck some wild flowers which he could 
observe blooming around the cornice un- 
derneath the roof. 

When Zimmerman was arraigned in the 
Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday 
morning, Magistrate Pool asked: ‘*‘ Why 
is it that you Brooklyn people always 
come over here to get drunk? What ex- 
cuse have you?” 

“I live in Brooklyn, Judge,’ said the 
man, ‘and I think that is enough to drive 
any man to drink.’ ‘I think so, too,” re- 
plied the Magistrate. “You are dis- 
charged.”’ 


BEATEN BY HIS WIFE’S MOTHER. 


Adolph Greenblatt’s Defense in an 
Action for Separation. 

‘**A mother-in-law is all right in her place, 
but when she proposes to administer cor- 
poral punishment to her son-in-law, then 
it is time to object.” 

This answer was made yesterday in the 
Supreme Court, before Justice Scott, by 
Adolph Greenblatt, to his wife’s applica- 
tion for alimony, pending trial of an ac- 


tion for separation. Mrs. Greenblatt had 
applied for a warrant for her husband's 
arrest, claiming that he was about to leave 
ithe jurisdiction of the court. Justice Scott 
decided that he would allow no alimony 
end that he would take under considera- 


tion the motion for the arrest of Green- 
biatt. 
Counsel for Greenblatt said that his 


client’s wife refused to live anywhere ex- 


cept near her mother and brother. As a 
result, the couple have been living in East 


Sixty-second Street, while Greenblatt’s oc- 
cupation compels him to travel eight miles 
a day to a piano manufacturing establish- 
ment, where he is employed as a polisher. 

In his argument, counsel for Greenblatt 
said that on one occasion Mrs. Greenblatt, 
after a querrel with her husband, said: ‘I 
will get my brother to come and kill you.” 

The tawyer further said that Greenblatt 
ned been frequently beaten by His mother- 
n-law. 


ST. STEPHEN’S TROUBLES END. 


Bishop Potter ‘Sanctions Its Removal, 
Accomplished in 1897. 


The Episcopal Church of St. Stephen, 
which, since 1897, when it moved from its 
location at Forty-sixth Street and Fifth 
Avenue to its present place of worship, on 
Sixty-ninth Street, near Broadway, without 


the consent of the anor and standing 
committee of the diocese, has not been in 
good standing with the diocesan authori- 
ties, was relieved from isability yesterday 
by the consent of Bishop Potter and the 
committee. 

The church, which was founded in 1805, 
in 1897 had a very small membership. It 
was proposed to unite it-with the Church of 
the Epiphany, at Thirty-fifth Street and 
Lexington Avenue, but this attempt failed. 
In the Spring of 1897 the Rev. Dr. Hough- 
ton, rector of the Church of the Trans- 
figuration, offered for sale the edifice then 
occupied by the Transfiguration Society 
Chapel, in West Sixty-ninth Street. The 
Rev. Lawson Carter, vicar of the parish, 
was anxious to purchase it and form a 
separate congregation, but his offer was 
declined, and the property was sold to St. 
Stephen's with the understanding that there 
would be consolidation «f the two congre- 

ations. Some members of the chapel, 

owever, refused to accept this situation, 

and formed a parish of their own. The 
rector ab ee Saree at eee ey and 
Seventy-firs reet, also oppose e ar- 
rangement. Bishop Potter then withdrew 
his consent to the removal, pit

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MIMIC BATTLE’S TRAGIC END. 


Match Thrown by Boy Fires His Sis- 
ter’s Clothing and She May Die— 
Mother Badiy Burned. 
Henrietta Smith, twelve years old, and 
her brother, John, aged eight, had a merry 
war for a time yesterday morning throwing 
lighted matches at each other in the fam- 
ily sitting room of their home, at 204 
First Avenue, while their mother was out 
of the room. Each of the opposing forces 
was armed with a box of big, red-headed 
sulphur matches, which make a fine flare 
when lighted. One of the last matches 
launched at the enemy was by John, and 
it disappeared in a blaze of glory in the 
folds of his sister’s dress. The girl laughed 

and kept up the attack. 
There was a thin blue wreath of smoke 


curling up from the folds of her frock, 
but in the storm of mimic battle it was not 
noticed for a few seconds. Then came the 
tragedy. The child’s skirt burst into flame 
and she shrieked in terror. Her mother 
rushed into the room, followed by neigh- 
bors from all over the house. Mrs. Smith 
frantically tore her daughter's clothing off, 
but by that time the girl had been burned 
from head to foot and lay seemingly dead 
on the floor. Then Mrs, Smith turned her 
attention to the fire which was raging in 
the room. The neighbors had been too par- 
alyzed by horror to think of helping her. 

The window curtains were burning. So 
were lambrequins and some flimsy chair 
decorations. With hands already blistered 
the woman tore down the curtains and 
stamped out the fire. Then she threw the 
other blazing pieces of goods on the floor 
and stamped on them till the fire was out. 
Then she fainted. 

The terrible confusion brought a number 
of policemen and persons from the street. 
They found the blackened body of the girl 
in the middle of the floor. The mother lay 
unconscious near by. The boy was crouch- 
ing in terror in a corner, and the horror- 
stricken tenants were huddled in the door- 
way. The injured child was hurried to the 
hospital, where she was brought back to 
consciousness and began to cry for her 
mother. It is thought that she will die. 
The mother was terribly burned about the 
hands and face. 


DARRELL SAYS HE IS INNOCENT. 


Deserting Cavalry Sergeant Captured 
in Africa Denies He Slew His 
Comrade in Cuba. 

Lois Darrell, the ex-First Sergeant of 
Troop Seventh United States Cavalry, 
who was arrested in Beira, Africa, by Of- 
ficer Dupuy of the Secret Service on the 
charge of murdering Henry Crouch, his 
tent-mate, while the regiment was in Cuba, 
was landed from the North German Lloyd 
liner Hohenzollern yesterday and confined 
in Castle William pending his transfer to 

Havana for trial. 

Darrell emphatically denies having been 
implicated in the murder, and asserts his 
belief in an ultimate acquittal. It appears 
that he remained in the troop for nearly a 
month after the murder was committed, and 
that the Secret Service officer did not 
have to chase him over three continents. 
When Darrell deserted he made his way 
to New Orleans. In that city he secured 
employment on the British transport Mil- 
waukee, which was carrying mules and 
horses to Cape Tqwn. Before he sailed he 
wrote a letter to a former comrade in the 
Seventh, Charles Russell, telling him of his 
plans. This letter fell into the hands of 
the authorities, who cabled to Cape Town 
for his arrest on the arrival of the trans- 
port. The Milwaukee did not go to Cape 
Town, however, but to Beira, in Portu- 
guese territory. The authorities at Beira 
had been notified, but they could not arrest 
their man while he was on board ship. 
A communication was sent to him inform- 
ing him that a man in Beira wished to 
secure the services of an experienced horse- 
man, and offering him the place at a salary 
of £20 a month. Darrell accepted, went 
ashore, and was immediately arrested. The 
authorities in Havana were notified, and 
Officer Dupuy was sent after the prisoner. 

Darrell said yesterday to a former com- 
rade of the Seventh that he had a most 
unpleasant experience in the foreign pris- 
ons. In Beira he was fed on rice and 
beans, while in Naples he was allowed only 
one small plate of macaroni soup once in 
every twenty-four hours. 
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ACCUSED BY HIS BROTHER. 


Paul Wagner Convicted of Grand Lar- 
ceny on Testimony of AI- 
fred Wagner. 

Upon the testimony of his brother, Alfred, 
Paul Wagner of 246 Avenue B was yester- 
day convicted of stealing a watch and 
chain and $50 in money from Claus A. An- 


derson in a saloon at Thirty-third Street 
and Third Avenue last April. Paul and 
Alfred lived in concord at their moth- 


er’s home for years until the death of the 


mother. Paul by his mother’s will was left 
$500. Alfred received only $10. The house 
was left to both jointly. From the time the 
contents of the will were made public there 
had been ill-feeling between the brothers. 
Intimations that Mrs. Wagner had been 
poisoned were set afloat and Alfred had an 
autopsy performed. He then went to live at 
432 East Fourteenth Street. 

April 25, 1900, Claus Anderson took a 
drink of sherry wine in a saloon at Third 
Avenue and Thirty-third Street, and when 
he came to some hours later his watch and 
money were gone. Detective McMullen was 
told by Alfred that Paul had confessed the 
theft and had tried to sell him the pawn- 
ticket for the watch. On the stand yes- 
terday the latter admitted that there had 
been further trouble later between himself 
and Paul, during which the latter had 
drawn a pistol, and failing to discharge it, 
had beaten him over the head with it. 

Paul swore that Alfred was putting a job 
up on him, and had given him the pawn- 
ticket himself. 

The jury deliberated only a few minutes, 
and returned a verdict of guilty against 
Paul, 

MAYOR AND CLERK AT WAR. 


Jersey City’s Executive Objects to 
Criticism of His Figures. 

Charies Hart, a clerk in the Jersey City 
Water Board's office, yesterday called in 
question the accuracy of some figures given 
by Mayor Hoos in a message vetoing the 
appointment of an extra clerk on _ the 
ground that his services were not needed. 


The Mayor sent for Clerk Hart and repri- 
manded him. Mr. Hart admitted that the 
Mayor's figures were correct, but attempt- 
ed to justify his criticism. 
** Leave my office,”’ said the Mayor. 
“Don’t worry,” said Hart. ‘‘I shall be in 
office long after your office is vacated.” 
“You are impertinent,’ said the Mayor.

Thomas J. McBride, a ticket broker, who 
lives at 125 East Ninety-second Street, was 
a prisoner in the Harlem Police Court yes- 
terday, charged by three women_with as- 
sault. The complainants were Mrs. Ada L, 
Smith, Mrs. Florence E. Yard, a sister of 


Mrs. Smith, and the mother of the two wo- 
men, all of 8305 West One Hundred and For- 
ty-sixth Street. McBride owns the build- 
ing in which the complainants live. Mrs. 
Smith testified that on Monday night she 
and her sister had just come from the bath 
and were in their bath robes.

Mrs. Hill, after announcing that she had 
been married twenty-three years, said she 
first met Mrs. Devlin four weeks ago, when 
Mrs. Devlin called at her home to see her 
husband, who was ill. She was not admit- 
ted to Mr. Hill's room. Mrs. Devlin then 
went away, but returned a week ago. 
Again-her request to be allowed to see Mr. 
Hill was denied, and the assault was then 
committed. 


Mrs. Devlin then took the witness stand 
and told how she first met Hill in 1893 at 
the home of her brother. who lives in New 
Jersey. She was then separated from her 


husband, and she said that Hill became 
very attentive to her and looked after her 
welfare and that of her two children. Mrs. 
Devlin testified that Hill gave her to un- 
derstand that he was divorced, and had a 
son. In 1897 he urged her to get a divorce 
from her husband, and for that purpose she 
went to Chicago, where she lived, Hill de- 
fraying her expenses in the proceedings. 
While the proceedings were pending. she 
said, Hill visited her three times. When 
she had secured her divorce he brought her 
East and domiciled her and her two daugh- 
ters, now thirteen and seventeen years old, 
in finely furnished apartments. 

Mrs. Devlin here exhibited a diamond 
ring which she said Hill had given her in 
the Summer of 1897. and also a fine gold 
watch, with the words ‘“‘ True Friendship ”’ 
inscribed on the case. 

Mrs. Deviin went on to say that she was 
recognized as Hill's fiancée; that they were 
to be married next September, and that he 
had already engaged a dressmaker to fur- 
nish the wedding gown. She further testi- 
fied that Hill was the Treasurer of the 
South Second Street Methodist Episcopal 
Church Society and also a Steward, and 
that during the long period of their ac- 
quaintance he had written her two lave let- 
ters a day. On Jan. 2 last he gave her &300 
for her home expenses and $500 to buy a 
Christmas present. She said that not until 
three weeks ago did she learn that Hill was 
married, and then she went to demand an 
explanation. Mrs. Hill, she said, became ex- 
cited and assailed her by tearing her coat 
and hat. She denied that she had struck 
Mrs. Hill. 

Magistrate Kramer, after hearing the tes- 
timony, refused to discharge Mrs. Devlin 
at the request of her lawyer. He said he 
was satisfied that Mrs. Devlin had gone to 
Hill's home to raise trouble. He therefore 
held her under $100 bonds to keep the peace. 
The money was promptly furnished. 


INSURES AGAINST BURGLARY. 


New Department Added to Richard 
Croker’s Guarantee Company. 


Richard Croker’s United States Fidelity 
and Casualty Company, through its Presi- 
dent, Andrew Freedman, has launched an 
elaborate scheme of insurance against loss 
through the ‘‘ Knights of the Jimmy,” and 
has created a burglary insurance depart- 
ment, of which Lawrence F. Smith is the 
special agent. The scheme varies little 
from the one which ex-Chief Thomas 
Byrnes had to do with some time ago, and 
which did not have the success that was 
hoped for. 

The rates vary according to police protec- 
tion. For instance, for New York private 
houses, the annual premium is $10 for an 
insurance of $3,000 and $12.50 for flat 
houses, while for East Orange, N. J., it is 
$10 to insure $1,000. 

Some of the features of the method of 
insuring are those of fire and life Insur- 
ance, so far as vigorous investigation of 
the risks is concerned, and an accounting 
to be had with the company in the court 
of depredation will be on a par with trans- 
actions with a fire insurance adjuster after 
a fire disaster. 

One of the ‘‘ dodgers "’ issued says in part: 

You are about four times more apt to have a 
loss by burglary than you are by fire. Therefore, 
you need the insurance just four times as much. 

For complete protection, a policy of a few 
thousand dollars is sufficient, as all policies are 
written irrespective of the value of the goods 
and contain no co-insurance or partial loss 
clauses. 

The rates are so low that you cannot afford 
to be without it. 

The policies cover residences, stables, 
stores, safes, banks, baggage, express 
packages, registered mail, and hotels.

SUES ON GAMBLING DEBT. 


Payment of Check for $150 Was 
Stopped by the Maker. 

An action to recover $150 on a check 
alleged to have been given in payment of a 
gambling debt at ‘‘ Honest John" Kelly’s 
place, in West Fifty-first Street, has 
been set down for trial on the preferred 
calendar of the City Court for March 18. 
The complainant in the case is Frederick 
T. Holmes, who seeks to recover the face 
value of the check from the maker, Julius 
Klausner. 

The check, which had been indorsed over 
to Holmes by Kelly, was presented at the 
Mechanics and Traders’ Bank, and the 
announcement was made that payment had 
been stopped. The refusal to pay the 


check is based on the ground that the 
money was lost on a game of chance. 








GAMESTER’S NOTES PAID. 


The Case of Lichtenstein Against Mor- 
decai Settled Out of Court. 

The case of Harry W. Lichtenstein, a 
lawyer, who began suit as the holder of 
three notes indorsed to him, agaiftst Robert 
E. Lee Mordecai, a member of the New 
York Athletic Club, and senior member of 
the firm of Mordecai & Hibbard, real estate 
brokers at 140 Broadway, did not come up 
yesterday, in the Tenth District Municipal 
Court. In the office of George W. Simp- 
son, the plaintiff's counsel, the information 


was given only that the case had been set- 
tled out of court, Mordecai having made 
good the amount of the indebtedness. 
Although the suit was instigated to re- 
cover $250 only, Mr. Mordecai admitted 
in his answer that he had “lost at gam- 
bling on a wager, contrary to law, the sum 
of $750, to and with the defendants, War- 
ley E. Sturges and George R, Lichtenstein.”’ 





LEGAL NOTES. 


PRINCIPAL AND AGENT.—Mrs. Sarah A. 
Fox, who owned a house in the City of 
Rochester, in 1886, being a non-resident, put 
it in charge of Joseph E. Culver, a real es- 
tate agent. The latter omitted, within the 
time allowed by law, to either pay the 
taxes which had been assessed against the 
property or to notify the principal that they 
were payable. Such omission caused no im- 
mediate injury to Mrs. Fox, the principal, 
beyond such as would have been subse- 
quently compensated by the award of nom- 
inal damages; but subsequently she was 
obliged to commence an action to redeem 
and recover her premises from the pur- 
chaser at the tax sale, this incurring large 
expenses. W. R. Campbell, as assignee of 


Mrs. Fox, brought suit in 1899 against Cul- 
ver for damages. The Appellate Division 
of the Fourth Department, affirming judg- 
ment given on the trial in Rochester in -fa- 
vor of the defendant, held that the cause of 
action, if any, in favor of the principal 
growing out of such omission accrued at the 
time of the omission. In such case, the 
action being founded upon breach of con- 
tract, and not upon fraud, the provisions of 
the Code of Civil Procedure Socarine that 
in certain cases the cause of action Is not 
deemed to have accrued until a discovery 
by the plaintiff of the facts constituting it 
had no application.

CHANGE OF GRADE IN VILLAGE STREET.— 
W. W. Bissell was successful on the trial 
of his suit to recover from the village of 
Larchmont for damages to his property 
from alleged change of grade of Addison 
Aveiue, but a reversal was directed by the 
Appellate Division in Brooklyn. Justice 
Woodward, giving the opinion of the Ap- 
pellate tribunal, held that the deposit of the 
excess of material excavated during the 
construction of a sewer, in the street, thus 
raising the sidewalk about a foot, and mak- 
ing it conform approximately to the com- 
mon level of the traveled roadway, the 
centre of which was not materially changed, 
did not constitute a change of grade which 
would entitle the abutting owner to dam- 
ages under Section 159 of the village law. 
The court held that a contract for the 
grading of the street, “as shown by the 
profiles of street filed in the office of the 
engineer, and marked on the ound by 
him, the cross-sectional form of the streets 
to be made as directed by him,"’ might be 
construed as a contract to bring the sur- 
face of the street to the established grade 
line, and not as an authority for changing 
the established grade line.
